Senate  Chamoer,  Helena,  Montana:  '    ■     ;  , 

I  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  a  joint  resolution  of  Congress,  passed 
March  15,  1909,  together  with  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Secretary 
of  State  and  a  form  of  resolution  for  ratifying  the  proposed  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  The  originals  of  these 
documents   have   been  transmitted   to  the   House   of  Representatives. 

Your  action  on  the  resolution  should  be  communicated  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  State. 

Some  objections  have  been  made  to  the  adoption  of  the  amend- 
ment on  the  ground  that  the  words  "from  whatever  source  derived" 
permit  the  levy  of  a  tax  on  incomes  received  from  State,  county  and 
municipal  indebtedness  and  therefore  make  it  possible  to  indirectly  tax 
a  State,  county  or  municipality.  There  are  others  who  insist  that  a 
tax  upon  incomes  should  be  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  States  and  that 
an  income  tax  should  be  levied  only  by  the  States. 

In  my  judgment  these  objections  have  not  sufficient  merit  to  war- 
rant you  in  refusing  to  ratify  the  amendment.  In  the  first  place,  I 
think  the  national  government  can  be  safely  trusted  not  lo  abuse  its 
taxing  powers;  and  in  the  second  place,  the  government  should  in  no 
wise  be  restricted  in  its  ability  to  protect  itself  in  times  of  grave 
emergency. 

I  recommend  the  ratification  of  the  amendment.

Herewith  is  presented  the  report  of  the   State  Board  of  Exam- 
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iners,  acting  as  a  Capital  Commission,  setting  forth  its  actions  jH 
the  matter  of  the  construction  of  the  wings  to  the  Capitol  since  the 
last  report  made  to  the  Extraordinary  Session  of  the  Eleventh 
Assemibly. 

The  work  has  not  progressed  as  rapidly  as  was  desired,  because  of 
delay  in  shipment  of  machinery  used  by  the  granite  contractors  and 
some  loss  of  time  occasioned  by  a  strike  of  uhe  granite  cutters. 
Upon  the  whole,  however,  when  all  of  the  circumstances  are  taken  into 
account,  fair  progress  has  been  made  and  it  now  seems  assured  that 
the  wings  may  be  occupied  in  the  month  of  January  of  next  year. 

The  materials  used  and  the  work  performed  have  in  every  way 
been  satisfactory  and  according  to  the  plans,  specifications  and  con- 
tract. 

In  awarding  the  contract  provision  was  made  for  the  purchase 
ot  the  furniture  and  fixtures  necessary  for  reasonable  future  needs. 
No  account  was  taken  of  any  extensive  decorative  features.  Per- 
sonally I  should  be  pleased  to  see  provisions  made  for  some  addi- 
tional decorations  executed  by  Montana  artists,  if  the  same  can  be 
secured  at  a  reasonable  outlay. 

A  considerable  portion  of  the  i^l50,000  available  to  secure  Mon- 
tana granite  will  not  be  used,  and  a  part  of  such  sum  could  be  used 
for  decorative  purposes  if  you  so  direct. 

The  Board  will  be  pleased  to  execute  any  instructions  you  may 
give   in   the  premises.

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  pardons,  diminutions  of  sen- 
tence and  ocmmutations  granted  since  the  last  session  of  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly. 

BY   THE  GOVERNOR. 

AMOS  ROBINS. 

On  July  3,  1909,  a  remission  of  sentence  was  granted  to  Amos 
Robins,  who  was  convicted  in  Rosebud  County  of  the  crime  of  robbery 
and  sentenced  to  two  years  and  six  months  in  State's  prison.  The 
remission  was  based  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  prison  physician 
and  personal  investigation  by  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Prison 
Commissioners.  Robins  was  suffering  from  tuberculosis  in  an  ad- 
vanced stage,  and  it  was  feared  that  the  disease  might  be  com- 
municated to  other  prisoners.  Robins'  sentence  was  reduced  to  two 
years. 

jOHN  go  WANS. 

On  November  27,  1909,  a  pardon  was  granted  to  John  Gowans, 
who  was  convicted  in  Fergus  County  of  the  crime  of  murder  in  the 
second  degree  and  sentenced  to  twenty-five  years  in  State's  Prison 
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Gowans  had  served  nearly  nine  years  of  this  term,  and  taking  inro 
consideration  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  case,  together  witii 
tne  fact  tliat  his  petition  for  pardon  was  endorsed  by  the  County 
Attorney  who  prosecuted  and  was  not  opposed  by  the  Judge  who  sen- 
tencea   him,   the   extension   of  executive   clemency   seemed   but  just. 

JAMES  OVERTON. 

On  April  7,  1910,  a  remission  of  sentence  was  granted  to  James 
Overton,  convicted  on  November  30,  1909,  in  Dawson  County  on  a 
charge  of  assault  in  the  third  degree  and  sentenced  to  six  months, 
in  the  county  jail  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  five  hundred  dollars.  Over- 
ion  had  served  more  than  four  months  of  his  term.  Il  was  repre- 
r.ented  that  he  was  a  man  of  good  reputation  in  his  community,  and 
i-i?  pardon  was  recommended  by  the  county  attorney  and  sheriff  and 
other  prominent  citizens  of  Dawson  County.  ,  . 

JAMES  MURRAY. 

On  August  9,  1910,  a  pardon  was  granted  to  James  Murray,  con- 
victed of  the  crime  of  assault  in  the  first  degree  in  Silver  Bow  coilnty 
and  committed  to  State's  prison  May  24,  1906,  for  the  term  oi  ten 
years.  From  my  investigation  of  the  case  it  was  apparent  that  there 
was  strong  probability  that  Murray  was  innocent  of  the  crime  of 
which  he  was  convicted;  that  it  was  a  case  of  mistaken  identity. 
Murray's  pardon  was  conditioned  upon  his  forever  abstaining  from 
the  use  of  intoxicants. 

HARRY  CADIGAN. 

On  September  9,  1910,  a  pardon  was  granted  to  Harry  Cadigan, 
who  on  August  22,  1910,  pleaded  guilty  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace 
to  a  charge  of  disturbing  the  peace.  Cadigan  was  sentenced  to  serve 
sixty  days  in  the  county  jail  of  Teton  county  and  to  pay  a  fine  of 
fifty  dollars.  At  the  time,  Cadigan  was  informed  that  if  he  would 
pay  the  fine  the  jail  sentence  would  be  suspended.  The  money  could 
not  then  be  secured  and  the  jail  sentence  went  into  effect.  Cadigan's 
wife  appealed  to  me  for  a  pardon  for  her  husband,  after  having  secur- 
ed the  money  with  which  to  pay  the  fine.  This  course  was  recom- 
mended by  the  county  attorney  and  the  Justice  who  imposed  the 
sentence,  and  the  pardon  was  granted,  conditioned  upon  the  payment 
of   the  fine. 

BY  THE  ACTING  GOVERNOR. 

H.  J.  KELLEY. 

On  April  21,  1909,  Honorable  W.  R.  Allen,  Acting  Governor,  granted 
a  pardon  to  H.  J.  Keeley,  who  was  on  March  7,  1909  convicted  in 
Sanders  county  on  the  charge  of  involuntary  manslaughter,  in  con- 
nection with  a  wreck  on  the  Northern  iracific  railway.  Keeley  was 
sentenced  to  eighth  months  in  State's  prison,  and  had  served  three 
months  in  the  county  jail  while  awaiting  trial.  The  petition  for 
pardon  was  signed  by  all  of  the  jurors  who  tried  the  case,  was  ap- 
proved by  the  District  Judge,  and  was  signed  by  many  county  officials 
of  Sahders  and  Missoula  counties. 
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FRANK  CARPENTER. 

On  July  21,  1910,  Acting  Governor  Allen  granted  a  commutation! 
of  sentence  to  Frank  Carpenter,  who  was  sentenced  to  State's  prison 
for  a  term  of  fifty  years,  for  murder  in  the  second  degree  in  Deer 
Lodge  county.  Carpenter  and  John  Berberick  were  originally  con- 
victed of  the  crime  and  each  was  sentenced  to  fifty  years  in  prison. 
Berberick  appealed,  secured  a  new  trial,  and  upon  conviction  was 
sentenced  to  ten  years  in  prison.  Carpenter  did  not  appeal.  Acting 
Governor  Allen,  who  was  quite  familiar  with  the  facts  connected  with 
the  case,  granted  a  commutation  of  sentence  to  ten  years,  lue  term  to 
which  Berberick  was  sentenced.

We,  your  Committee  appointed  to  draft  suitable  resolutions  on  the 
death  of  Senator  Daly  of  Deer  Lodge  County,  beg  leave  to  report  as 
follows : 

Whereas,  the  Honorable  Patrick  J.  Daly,  of  Deer  Lodge  County,  a 
member  of  this  body,  died  on  the  ....  day  of  March,  1909,  and 

Whereas,  Senator  Daly  was  a  man  of  the  most  upright  character, 
honest  and  faithful  in  all  the  relations  of  life,  and  of  such  unassuming 
worth  that  to  know  him  was  but  to  respect  and  love  him, 

Therefore,  be  it  Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Senator  Daly  the 
Senate  of  the  State  of  Montana  has  lost  one  of  its  most  useful  mem- 
bers, and  the  State  of  Montana  one  of  its  most  respected  and  useful 
citizens :

Memorial  No.  2,  and  we  have  had  the  same  under  consideration  and 
recommend  that  the  same  be  passed.

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On  motion  of  McOone,  seconded  by  Donlan,  report  was  adopted, 
and  Resolutions  and  Memorials  referred  to  the  Printing  Committee. 
The  following  message  from  the  Governor  was  received  and  read. 

Executive  Office,  Helena,  Montana,  January  6,  1911. 
The  President  of  the  Senate,  Senate  Chamber,  Helena,  Montana. 

There  is  submitted  herewith  for  your  information  and  consideration 
the  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners,  detailing  the 
chief  administrative  features  of  the  State  Prison  for  the  past  thirty 
months.  The  report  covers  the  period  intervening  since  the  contract 
system  of  caring  for  prisoners  was  abandoned  and  the  State  assumed 
direct  management. 

The  capacity  of  the  prison  is  inadequate  and  must  be  materially 
increased;  Conley  &  McTague  should  be  paid  the  sums  heretofore  ad- 
vanced by  them  to  purchase  furniture  and  construct  improvements, 
and  some  form  of  labor  should  be  provided  to  satisfy  the  physical  needs 
of  the  convicts  ana  reimburse  the  State  as  far  as  may  be  for  the 
cost  of  maintenance. 

The  last  Assembly  directed  the  State  Board  of  Prison  Commission- 
ers to  make  investigations  and  report  to  this  Assembly  its  findings 
relative  to  the  installation  of  a  plant  for  manufacturing  binding  twine 
at  the  prison.  The  investigations  have  been  made  and  the  findings  are 
submitted  for  your  information  and  such  action  as  you  may  direct. 

On  April  first  'Of  last  year  the  Conley  &  McTague  ranch,  where 
more  than  one  hundred  convicts  had  been  kept,  changed  hands  and 
provisions  had  to  be  made  for  the  convicts  housed  there  previous  to 
that  date.  All  available  space  in  the  prison  building  was  occupied,  and 
the  Board  had  about  one  hundred  prisoners  to  care  for,  with  no  suit- 
able place  in  which  to  confine  them.  In  view  of  the  necessity  to  care 
for  this  overflow  and  the  mandatory  provisions  of  Sections  9382  of  th3 
Revised  Codes,  which  requires  that  the  court  shall  sentence  all  prison- 
ers to  hard  labor,  and  consulting  the  physical  needs  of  the  convicts, 
tlie  Board  has  since  used  prisoners  for  the  following  purposes: 

I.  General  prison  work  on  prison  premises. 

II.  Raising  of  vegetables  for  prison  consumption, 

III.  Constructing  a  ditch  on  Race  Track  creek  to  be  used  as  a  part 
of  a  power  development  plant  for  use  of  the  prison. 

IV.  Making  brick  on  the  premises,  to  be  used  in  prison  enlarge- 
ment. 

V.  Bunding  highways  from  Deer  Lodge  toward  Helena  and  Garri- 
son, and  in  Hell  Gate  Canyon,  and  in  constructing  a  broader  passageway 
through  a  swamp  near  the  State  Pair  grounds. 

Personally  I  have  not  been  convinced  that  the  use  of  the  prisoners 
for  the  purposes  mentioned  or  using  them  in  the  manufacturing  of 
binding  twine  is  objectionable.  It  is  feared,  however,  by  many  con- 
scientious citizens  that  any  use  of  the  convicts  will  serve  as  an  en- 
tering wedge  to  bring  about  their  general  employment.  Any  dangei- 
from  this  source  may  be  avoided  by  a  provision  of  law  stating  for  wh;ir 
purposes  the  convicts  may  and  may  not  l)e  used. 

The  estimates  of  State  Accountant   Cnnway   and    Warden  Conh^y 
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are  herewith  submitted,  showing  tne  improvements  necessary  and  the 
sums  required  to  build  and  equip  them.  According  to  the  findings  ci! 
the  committee,  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Board,  the  State  owes 
Conley  &  McTague  the  sum  of  $44,573.29.  This  sum  should  be  ia- 
creased  by  the  amount  of  $3,500.00,  necessary  to  purchase  the  ground 
upon  which  certain  buildings  belonging  to  the  State  and  required  for 
prison  use,  stand,  making  a  total  of  $47,073.29. 

No  account  has  been  taken  of  the  sum  necessary  to  purchase  a 
farm,  which  should  be  owned  by  the  State  and  situated  near  Deer 
Lodge,  to  be  used  for  the  raising  of  vegetables  for  feeding  the  pris- 
oners. 

The  duty  to  provide  facilities  to  properly  care  for  all  convicts 
committed  to  the  prison  is  imperative.  The  State  prison  is  a  penal  iu- 
stitution  to  which  offenders  against  the  laws  are  committed  for  pun- 
ishment. It  is  not  a  resort  where  guests  are  entertained  at  State  ex- 
pense. I  believe  that  the  prison  should  be  conducted  as  a  penal  iji- 
stitution  and  that  it  can  be  made  self-sustaining  if  placed  upon  a 
business  basis. 

The  whole  question  is  submitted  for  your  careful  consideration  and 
such  action  as  your  wisdom  may  dictate.

We,  your  Committee  on  Rules,  beg  leave  to  report  the  following, 
rules,  and  recommend  that  the  rules  herewith  attached  be  printed  and 
adopted  as  the  Rules  of  the  Senate  of  the  Twelfth  Legislative  As- 
sembly.

RULES  OF  THE  SENATE. 
RULE  I. 

Hours  of  Meeting — The  hours  of  meeting  of  the  Senate  shall  be  ten 
(10)  o'clock  A.  M.  and  two  (2)  o'clock  P.  M.,  unless  otherwise  specially 
ordered  by  vote  of  the  Senate. 

RULE  II. 

Duties  of  President: 

1.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  on  every  legislative  day 
precisely  at  the  hour  to  which  the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned  at  the 
last  sitting,  immediately  call  the  members  to  order,  and  after  pray-3r 
by  the  Chaplain  and  roll  call,  on  the  'appearance  of  a  quorum  cause 
the  proceedings  of  the  last  day's  sitting  to  be  read,  having  previously 
examined  the  same. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and  in  case  of  disturbance 
or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  galleries  or  lobbies,  may  cause  the  same 
to  be  cleared. 

3.  He  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  a  tie  on  any  proposition  be- 
ing voted. 

4.  Control  of  Rooms — The  Rooms,  passages  and  buildings  set  apart 
for  the  use  of  the  Senate  shall  be  under  control  and  direction  of  the 
President  of  the  Senate;  he  shall  see  that  all  the  officers  of  the  Senate 
perform  their  respective  duties,  and  may  assign  places  to  reporters. 

5.  Signing  Bills.  Deciding  Questions  of  Order — He  shall  sign  all 
acts,  addresses,  and  resolutions  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate,  and  all 
writs,  warrants  and  subpoenas  of,  or  issued  by  order  of  the  Senate,  and 
shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to  an  appeal  by  any  member 
upon  which  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  unless  by 
permission  of  the  Senate. 
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6.  Who  Shall  Speak — When  two  or  more  Senators  shall  rise  at 
once,  the  President  shall  name  the  Senator  who  is  to  speak  first. 

7.  President's  Right  to  Name  Senator  to  Chair — The  President 
shall  have  the  right  to  name  any  Senator  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
Chair,  when  the  President  pro  tem  is  not  present  in  the  Senate  Cham- 
ber, who  is  hereby  vested  during  such  time  with  all  the  powers  of  the 
President;  but  such  Senator  shall  not  lose  the  right  of  voting  on  any 
question  while  so  presiding. 

RULE  III. 

President  Pro  Tem — The  President  pro  tem  shall,  in  the  absence  of 
the  President,  take  the  chair  and  call  the  Senate  to  order  at  the  houis 
of  the  meetings  of  the  Senate,  and  have  the  same  power  as  the  Presi- 
dent, but  the  President  pro  tem  shall  vote  as  any  other  member  of  the 
Senate.  When  the  Senate  is  equally  divided  the  Secretary  shall  take 
the  decision  of  the  President. 

RULE  IV. 

Duties  of  the  Secretary: 

1.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  correct  journal  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Senate,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  is  required  of  him. 
He  shall  superintend  the  recording  of  the  journal  of  the  proceedings, 
the  engrossing,  enrolling  and  transcribing  or  copying  of  bills,  resolu- 
tions, etc.;  shall  permit  no  records  or  papers  belonging  to  the  Senate 
to  be  taken  out  of  his  custody  otherwise  than  in  the  regular  course  of 
business;  shall  report  any  missing  papers  to  the  President;  shall  have 
supervision  of  the  entire  clerical  force  of  the  Senate,  under  direction 
of  the  President. 

2.  Secretary  May  Correct  Errors — The  Secretary,  may  in  all 
proper  cases,  correct  any  mere  clerical  error  in  any  Senate  Bill,  such 
as  errors  in  orthography,  adding  the  enacting  clause  to  a  bill,  when 
such  has  been  omitted,  and  all  mistakes  in  numbering  sections  and 
reference  thereto,  whether  such  mistakes  occur  in  the  original  bill,  or 
caused  by  amendments  made  thereto,  provided  such  corrections  shall 
not  be  made  after  engrossment,  except  by  order  of  the  Senate.  All 
.such  corrections  shall  be  reported  to  the  President,  but  no  corrections 
other  than  such  as  are  authorized  by  this  rule  shall  be  made  at  any 
time  by  the  Secretary  unless  upon  order  of  the  Senate. 

3.  May  Cast  Vote — When  the  President  pro  tem  is  in  the  chai.% 
and  the  Senate  is  equally  divided,  the  Secretary  shall  take  the  decisio^i 
of  the  President.  .  ■ 

RULE  V. 

Chaplain — The  Chaplain  shall  attend  at  the  commencement  of  each 
day's  sitting  of  the  Senate  and  open  the  same  with  prayer. 

RULE  VI. 
Sergeant-at-Arms,  Duties  Of: 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  attend  all  ses- 
sions 'of  the  Senate,  maintain  order  under  the  direction  of  the  Presi- 
dent, execute  the  commands  of  the  Senate,  and  serve  all  process  issued 
by  authority  thereof,  directed  to  him  by  the  President,  and  shall  hav^e 
general  supervision  of  the  entire  administrative  force  of  the  the  Senate. 

2.  To  maintain  order,  arrest,  or  cause  the  arrest  for  contempt. 
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all  persons  outside  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  or  in  the  galleries,  found 
engaged  in  loud  conversation  or  otherwise,  to  the  disturbance  of  the 
Senate. 

3.  Custodian  of  Supplies — He  shall  receive,  distribute  and  be  the 
custodian  of  all  supplies  for  the  Senate. 

RULE  VIL 

Doorkeepers: 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  doorkeeper  to  prohibit  all  persons,  ex- 
cept Senators,  ex-Senators,  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
State  Officers,  officers  of  the  two  houses,  and  such  reporters  as  may 
have  seats  assigned  them  by  the  President,  from  coming  within  the 
bar  of  the  Senate,  unless  invited  by  the  President,  or  a  Senator. 

RULE  VIIL 

Absentees: 

No  Senator  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Senate 
without  leave  first  obtained.  A  less  number  than  a  quorum  of  the 
Senate  are  hereby  authorized  to  send  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or  any  other 
person  for  any  or  all  absent  Senators,  as  the  majority  as  such  Senators^ 
shall  agree,  at  the  expense  of  such  absent  Senators,  respectively,  un- 
less such  excuse  for  non-attendance  shall  be  made  as  the  Senate,  when 
a  quorum  is  convened,  shall  judge  sufficient;  and  this  rule  shall  apply 
as  well  to  the  first  meeting  of  the  Senate,  at  the  legal  time  of  meeting, 
as  to  each  day  of  the  session  after  the  hour  has  arrived  to  which  the 
Senate  stood  adjourned. 

The  President,  or  acting  president,  of  the  Senate,  or  if  less  than 
a  quorum  thereof,  shall  have  the  power  to  issue  process,  directed  to 
the  Seargeant-at-Arms,  or  any  other  person  to  compel  the  attendance 
of  Senators  absent  without  leave.  Any  Senator  who  shall  refuse  to 
obey  such  process,  unless  sick  and  unable  to  attend,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  contempt  of  the  Senate,  and  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or  other 
person  to  whom  such  process  may  be  directed,  shall  have  the  power 
to  use  force  as  may  be  necessary  to  compel  the  attendance  of  such 
absent  Senator,  and  for  this  purpose  he  may  command  the  assistance 
of  any  and  all  peace  officers  of  the  county,  or  of  any  county  in  the 
State. 

RULE  IX. 

Order  of  Business: 

After  prayer,  the  reading  and  approval  of  the  journal,  the  order 
of  b^isiness  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Presentation  of  Petitions  and  Communications. 

2.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  of  Select  Committees. 

4.  Messages  from  the  Governor. 

5     Messages  from  the  Hoiise  of  Representatives. 

6.  Introduction  of  Bills. 

7.  First  reading  of  Bills. 

8.  Secorid  reading  of  Bills. 

9.  Motions  and  Resolutions. 

10.  Notices. 

11.  Business  on  General  File. 
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12.  Third  reading  of  Bills.  ;  , 

13.  Unfinished  Business  of  Preceding  Day.  ' 

14.  Special  Orders  of  the  Day. 

15.  Reports  of  the  Committees  on  Enrollment  and  Engrossment 
shall  at  all  times  be  in  order. 

Provided,  that  Messages  from  the  Governor,  State  Officers,  and 
from  the  House  of  Representatives,  may,  on  motion  from  any  Senator, 
be  considered  at  any  time. 

RULE  X. 

Bills: 

1.  Introduction  of  Bills — All  bills  and  resolutions,  reports,  and  pa- 
pers, when  introduced,  shall  be  endorsed  with  the  name  of  the  Senator 
or  Oommittee  presenting  same  to  the  Senate,  with  the  date  of  introduc- 
tion thereon.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  a  Senator  after  a  no- 
tice given,  or  by  an  order  of  the  Senate,  or  on  the  report  of  a  Com- 
mittee, and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  carbon,  or  other  copy  thereof. 
One  day's  notice,  at  least,  must  be  given  of  the  introduction  of  a  bill, 
unless  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  vote  to  dispense  with 
such  notice,  provided  that  where  a  bill  is  introduced  by  a  Committee 
no  such  notice  shall  be  required. 

2.  Commitments — No  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  be  committed 
or  amended  until  it  has  been  twice  read.  If  objections  are  raised 
to  the  bill  on  its  first  reading,  the  question  shall  be,  "Shall  the  bill  be 
rejected?"  If  no  objection  be  made,  or  the  question  to  reject  be  lost, 
the  bill  shall  go  to  its  second  reading  without  further  question. 

3.  First  and  Second  Reading  of  Bills — The  first  reading  of  bills, 
resolutions  or  memorials,  shall  be  for  information,  if  objections  be 
made,  the  question  shall  be,  "Shall  the  bill  be  rejected?"  If  no  objec- 
tion is  made  or  the  question  to  reject  be  lost,  the  bill  shall  go  to  its 
second  reading  without  further  question.  The  second  reading  of  every 
bill,  resolution  or  memorial  shall  be  by  its  title.  It  shall  then  be  re- 
ferred to  the  appropriate  standing  committee  by  the  President,  or  by 
order  of  the  Senate. 

4.  Bills  to  be  Read  Twice  at  Length — The  first  and  third  reading- 
of  every  bill,  resolution  or  memorial  shall  be  at  length,  unless  the- 
Senate  by  a  two-thirds  vote  shall  dispense  with  one  reading  at  length; 
and  in  no  case  of  bills  appropriating  money  shall  the  requirements  of 
two  readings  at  length  be  dispensed  with  without  the  unanimous  con- 
sent of  the  Senators  present. 

5.  Third  Reading  of  Bills — Upon  the  third  reading  anu  final  pas- 
sage of  any  Senate  bill  it  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  House  imme- 
diately by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  or  by  messenger  designated 
by  him,  and  upon  the  third  reading  and  final  passage  of  all  House  bills, 
they  must  be  returned  to  the  House  immediately  by  the  Secretary  or 
messenger. 

6.  Three  Readings  of  Bills — Every  bill,  memorial,  or  joint  resolu- 
tion requiring  the  signature  of  the  Governor  shall  receive  three  sepa- 
rate readings  previous  to  its  passage,  and  the  President  shall  give  no- 
tice at  each  reading  whether  it  be  the  first,  second  or  third  reading. 
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But  no  such  bill,  memorial  or  joint  resolution  shall  receive  a  second 
and  third  reading  on  the  same  day. 

7.  Engrossing-  Bills — All  Bills  ordered  engrossed  shall  be  deliverei 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Engrossing  Committee  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Senate,  and  his  dated  receipt  taken  therefor,  and  he  shall  deliver  the 
same  to  the  Engrossing  Clerk,  and  take  his  dated  receipt  therefor,  and 
all  said  bills  shall  be  engrossed  in  the  order  of  their  receipt  by  said 
Engrossing  Clerk. 

8.  Enrolling  Bills — All  Senate  bills  shall,  after  their  final  passage 
by  and  receipt  from,  the  House,  be  delivered  to  the  Chairman  of  tho 
Enrolling  Committee  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  in  the  order  of 
their  receipt  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  the  date  of  re- 
ceipt of  the  Chairman  of  said  Enrolling  Committee  taken  therefor, 
and  said  Chairman  shall  deliver  said  bills  to  the  Enrolling  Clerk,  and 
take  his  daily  receipt  therefor;  said  bills  shall  be  enrolled  by  the  En- 
rolling Clerk  in  the  order  of  their  receipt  from  the  Chairman  of  the 
Enrolling  Committee. 

9.  Printing  of  Bills  and  Papers — Three  hundred  copies  of  every 
bill,  memorial  and  joint  resolution  requiring  three  readings,  shall  be 
printed  after  the  second  reading  and  report  thereof  from  the  appro- 
priate committee,  in  case  such  committee,  or  a  minority  thereof,  shall 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  same.  And  in  any  event  the  Senate 
may  order  the  printing  of  any  bill,  memorial  or  joint  resolution.  And 
all  bills,  memorials  or  joint  resolutions  that  shall  be  printed  must  be 
returned  by  the  printing  committee  within  three  days  unless  further 
time  is  granted  by  order  of  the  Senate  and  chairman  of  the  committee, 
and  shall  remain  at  least  one  day  on  the  files  after  being  printed  be- 
fore being  considered.  Provided,  that  under  no  circumstances  shall  the 
original  bill  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  printer,  but  a  true  copy 
thereof  shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  printing  committea, 
and  forthwith  by  that  committee  delivered  to  the  printer. 

10.  Engrossment  of  Bills — The  final  question  upon  the  second  read- 
ing of  every  bill  or  other  paper,  originating  in  the  Senate,  and  requir- 
ing three  readings  previous  to  being  passed  shall  be,  "Shall  it  be  en- 
grossed and  read  a  third  time?"  And  upon  every  such  bill  originating 
in  the  House  of  Representatives,  "Shall  it  be  ordered  to  a  third  read- 
ing?" And  no  amendments  shall  be  received  for  discussion  at  the 
third  reading  of  any  bill,  but  it  shall  at  all  times  be  in  order  before 
the  final  passage  of  such  bill  to  move  its  recommitment  under  special 
instructions. 

11.  Titles  of  Bills  to  be  Inserted  in  Journal—The  titles  of  bills, 
and  such  parts  thereof  only  as  shall  be  affected  by  any  proposed 
amendments,  shall  be  inserted  in  the  journal. 

12.  Substitutes— Bills  or  Resolution  Open  to  Amendment— Substi- 
tues  may  be  offered  at  any  time  when  a  bill  or  resolution  is  open  to 
amendment  previous  to  engrossment,  and  when  adopted  shall  take  the 
place  of  the  original  bill  or  resolution,  and  shall  be  open  to  amend- 
ment. 
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RULE  XI. 

Motion  or  proposition  on  subject  different: 

No  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under 
consideration  sliall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment  or  sub- 
stitute. 

RULE  XIL 
Largest  sum  and  longest  time: 

In  filling  up  blanks  the  largest  sum  or  number  and  the  longest, 
time  shall  be  put  first. 

RULE  XIIL 
Amendment  to  Constitution  or  Bill: 

"When  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  or  any  bill  requiring  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  is  under  consideration,  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  shall  not  be  required  to  decide  any  question 
for  amendment,  or  extending  to  the  merits,  being  short  of  the  final 
question. 

RULE  XIV. 

General  File: 

All  bills  having  received  two  readings  and  reported  back  by  a 
committee  shall  constitute  the  general  file.  Bills  in  the  General  File 
shall  be  arranged  therein  by  the  Secretary  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  reported,  or  referred  thereto  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  be  considered 
in  the  same  order,  unless  the  Senate  shall  direct  otherwise. 

RULE  XV.

16.  Judiciary,  to  consist  of  seven  memoers. 

17.  Libraries,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

18.  Labor  and  Capital,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

19.  Military  Affairs,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

20.  Mileage,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

21.  Mines  and  Mining,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

22.  Public  Buildings,  to  consist  of  seven  members. 

23.  Public  Lands,  to  consist  of  five  members. 
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24.  Public  Morals,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

25.  Printing,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

26.  Roads,  Highways  and  Bridges,  to  consist  of  seven  members. 

27.  Rules,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

28.  Railroads  and  Transportation,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

29.  Stock  Growing  and  Grazing,  to  consist  of  seven  members. 

RULE  XVI. 

Committee  Clerks: 

No  Committee  shall  elect  Clerk — No  committee,  standing  or  special., 
shall  elect  a  clerk  without  first  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  Senate. 

RULE  XVII. 

Rules  of  Precedence. 

Order  to  Refer — When  a  resolution  shall  be  offered  or  a  motion 
made  to  refer  any  subject,  and  different  committees  shall  be  proposed, 
the  question  shall  be  taken  in  the  following  order: 

1.  Committee  of  the  Whole  Senate. 

2.  A  Standing  Committee. 

3.  A  Select  Committee. 

RULE  XVIIL 

Order  of  Precedence: 

When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  the  following  privileged  questions,  which  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  following  oraer: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  For  a  call  of  the  Senate. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  postpone  to  a  certain  day. 

5.  To  comm  t. 

6.  To  amend. 

7.  To  postpone  indefinitely;  provided,  that  a  motion  to  lay  an 
amendment  on  the  table,  if  carried,  shall  not  take  with  it  the  original 
motion. 

RULE  XIX. 

Rules  of  Prceduce:  ' 
When  Called  to  Order — When  a  Senator  shall  be  called  to  order 
he  shall  sit  down  until  the  President  shall  have  determined  whether 
he  is  in  order  or  not;  and  every  question  of  order  shall  be  decided  by 
the  President  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate  by  any  Senator.  If 
the  Senator  be  called  to  order  for  a  word  spoken,  the  exceptional 
language  shall  be  immediately  taken  down  in  wridng. 

RULE  XX. 

When  a  Senator  Shall  Speak — Every  Senator  when  he  speaks, 
shall,  standing  in  his  place,  address  the  President,  ana  when  he  has 
finished,  sit  down.  No  Senator  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any 
one  debate  on  the  same  day,  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  with- 
out leave;  and  Senators  who  have  spoken  shall  not  again  be  entitled  to 
the  floor  (except  for  explanation),  to  the  exclusion  of  another  who  has 
not  spoken. 
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RULE  XXL 

Roll  Call  Demanded: 

Roll  Call  Demanded — When  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  called  for 
by  two  members  present,  every  member  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate 
at  the  time  the  question  was  put  shall  declare  openly  and  without  de- 
bate his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question.  In  taking  the  ayes  and 
noes,  and  upon  the  call  of  the  Senate,  the  names  of  the  Senators  shall 
be  taken  alphabetically.  When  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  taken  upon 
any  question,  in  pursuance  of  this  rule,  no  Senator  shall  be  permitted, 
under  any  circumstances  whatever,  to  vote  after  the  decision  is  an- 
nounced from  the  chair. 

RULE  XXII. 

Senator  Absent  Without  Bar  of  Senate— When  roll  is  called,  when- 
ever any  SenatoT  is  absent  without  the  bar  of  the  Senate  when  his 
name  is  called  on  the  call  of  ayes  and  noes  on  any  vote  to  be  take-i, 
his  vote  shall  not  be  received  unless  unanimously  agreed  to  by  the 
Senators  present;  nor  shall  a  Senator  be  counted,  on  a  division  of  a 
vote,  who  is  absent  without  the  bar  of  the  Senate  without  leave. 

RULE  XXill. 

Senate  Journal — Record  of  Proceedings: 

Proceeding  of  Senate  to  be  Entered  in  Journal — The  proceedings 
of  the  Senate,  when  not  acting  as  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  shall  be 
entered  on  the  journal  as  concisely  as  possible,  care  being  taken  to 
record  a  true  and  accurate  account  of  the  proceedings;  but  every 
vote  of  the  Senate  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal,  and  a  brief  state- 
ment of  the  contents  of  each  petition,  memorial  or  paper  presented 
to  the  Senate  shall  also  be  inserted  in  the  journal  and  shall  be  read, 
corrected  and  approved  after  roll  call  of  the  succeeding  day,  unless 
otherwise  ordered. 

RULE  XXIV. 
Committee  of  the  Whole: 

Rules  of  the  Senate  in  Committee  of  the  Whole — The  rules 
the  Senate  shall  be  observed  in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  as  far 
as  applicable,  except  limiting  the  number  of  times  of  speaking,  and 
except  that  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  not  be  taken. 

RULE  XXV. 

Disturbance  or  Disorderly  Conduct  in  Lobbies — In  case  of  a  dis- 
turbance or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  lobbies,  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole  Senate  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the 
same  to  be  cleared. 

RULE  XXVI. 

Secret  Session — On  a  motion  made  and  seconded  to  close  the 
doors  of  the  Senate  on  the  discussion  of  any  business,  which  may,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Senate  require  secrecy,  the  President  shall  require 
all  persons,  except  the  members  and  Secrtary  of  the  Senate  to  with- 
draw, and  during  the  discussion  of  said  motion  the  doors  shall  remain 
closed;  and  every  member  and  officer  of  the  Senate  shall  keep  secret 
all  such  matters,  proceedings  and  things,  whereof  secrecy  shall  be 
enjoined  by  order  of  the  Senate. 
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RULE  XXVIL 

Reconsideration: 

1.  When  a  motion  has  been  made  and  carried  or  lost  it  shall  be 
in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side,  on  the 
same  or  succeeding  day,  to  move  for  the  reconsideration  thereof,  and 
such  motion  shall  take  precedence  of  all  other  questions,  except  the 
consideration  of  a  conference  report,  a  motion  to  fix  the  day  to  which 
the  Senate  shall  adjourn,  or  take  a  recess,  and  shall  not  be  with- 
drawn after  the  said  succeeding  day  without  the  consent  of  the  Senat<3, 
and  thereafter  any  member  may  call  it  up  for  consideration,  provided 
that  such  motion,  if  made  during  the  last  six  days  of  the  session  shall 
be  disposed  of  when  made. 

2.  No  bill,  petition,  memorial,  or  resolution  referred  to  a  commit- 
tee, or  reported  therefrom  for  printing  and  recommitment,  shall  be 
bmught  back  into  the  Senate  on  a  motion  to  reconsider;  and  all  bills, 
petitions,  memorials,  or  resolutions  reported  from  a  committee  shall 
be  accompanied  by  reports  in  writing  which  shall  be  entered  in  the 
journal. 

RULE  XXVIII. 

No  Report  to  be  Made  to  the  House — If  a  Senator  gives  notice 
that  he  intends  to  move  a  reconsideration,  the  Secretary  shall  not  r'> 
port  the  bill  or  resolution  to  the  House  of  Representatives  until  the 
resolution  to  reconsider  is  disposed  of. 

RULE  XXIX. 

Previous  Question — The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form: 
"Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?"  It  shall  only  be  admitted 
when  demanded  by  a  majority  of  the  Senators  present  upon  division, 
and  its  effect  shall  be  to  put  an  end  to  all  debate  and  bring  the  Sen- 
ate to  a  direct  vote  upon  amendments  reported  by  a  committee,  if  any, 
upon  pending  amendments  and  then  upon  the  main  question.  On  a 
motion  for  the  previous  question  and  prior  to  the  seconding  of  the 
same,  a  call  of  the  Senate  shall  be  in  order;  but  after  a  majority  of 
the  Senators  have  seconded  such  motion,  no  call  shall  be  in  order  prior 
to  the  decision  of  the  main  question.  If  the  previous  question  is 
negatived,  the  Senate  shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the 
motion  had  not  been  made. 

RULE  XXX. 

No  Debate  on  Motion  for  the  Previous  Question — On  a  motion  for 
the  previous  question,  and  under  the  previous  question,  there  shall 
be  no  debate.  And  all  incidental  questions  of  order  arising  after  a 
motion  is  made  for  the  previous  question  (or  while  acting  under  the 
previous  question),  shall  be  decided,  whether  an  appeal  or  otherwise 
without  debate : 

RULE  XXXI 

Motions: 

1.  Debatable  Motions — No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same 
be  seconded  and  distinctly  announced  by  the  President;  and  it  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing  if  desired  by  the  President  or  any  Senator,  and  read 
hy  the  Secretary  before  the  same  shall  be  debated.  A  motion  may  be 
withdrawn  at  any  time  for  amendment.

2.  Reading  of  Paper — When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for 
(except  petitions)  and  the  same  is  objected  to  by  any  Senator  it  shall 
be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate,  without  debate.  But  this  rule 
is  not  applicable  to  any  bill,  resolution,  amendment,  or  other  proposi- 
tion which  may  be  at  the  time  directly  under  consideration. 

RULE  XXXII. 

Nominations  from  the  Governor — When  nominations  shall  be  sent 
by  the  Governor  to  the  Senate  for  their  confirmation,  the  same  shall 
be,  unless  the  Senate  shall  by  a  majority  vote  otherwise  direct,  acted 
upon  at  once. 

RULE  XXXIIL 

•Privilege  of  Closing  Debate — The  author  of  a  bill,  motion  or  resola- 
tion  shall  have  the  privilege  of  closing  the  debate  unless  the  previous 
question  has  been  sustained. 

RULE  XXXIV. 

Time  in  Which  All  Committees  Shall  Report — All  committees  of 
the  Senate  shall  report  their  action  on  all  bills  or  matters  referred 
to  them  within  six  days  after  reference,  unless  at  the  request  of  the 
committee,  and  on  good  cause  shown,  further  time  be  granted  by  the 
Senate. 

RULE  XXXV. 

All  Committees  of  the  Senate — All  committees  of  the  Senate,  spe- 
cial or  standing,  and  all  joint  committees  on  the  part  of  the  Senate, 
shall  be  selected  by  a  committee  of  three  (3)  to  be  elected  by  the 
Senate,  (unless  otherwise  ordered),  the  selection  so  made  by  said  com- 
mittee to  be  reported  to  the  Senate,  and  to  be  effective,  only  when 
ratified  by  the  Senate.  A  majority  of  the  Senate,  may  at  any  time, 
change  the .  membership  of  any  committee  upon  one  day's  notice 
thereof. 

RULE  XXXVI. 

Rules,  When  Can  be  Changed — No  standing  rule  or  order  of  tli3 
Senate  shall  be  rescinded  or  changed  without  the  concurrence  of  a 
majority  of  the  Senate  and  one  day's  notice  being  given  of  the  motion 
therefor,  which  motion  shall  embrace  the  proposed  amendment;  buL 
a  rule  or  order  may  be  suspended  temporarily  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  Senators  present,  except  rules  or  orders  relating  to  the  final 
passage  of  bills. 

All  proposed  amendments  on  any  proposed  new  rules  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Rules  without  debate. 

RULE  XXXVII. 

Messengers  Introduced — Messengers  may  be  introduced  in  any 
stage  of  business,  except  while  a  question  is  being  put,  where  the 
ayes  and  noes  are  being  called,  or  while  the  ballots  are  being  counted 

RULE  XXXVIII. 

Bills,  Resolutions,  Etc.  to  be  Presented  to  the  President — All  bills, 
resolutions  and  papers  transmitted  to  the  Senate  shall  first  be  pre- 
sented to  the  President  and  then  by  him  to  the  Secretary,  or  proper 
officer. 

RULE  XXXIX. 

In  all  cases  not  provided  for  in  these  rules,  the  proceedings  of 
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the  Senate  shall  be  governed  by  the  law  and  practice  as  laid  down  in 
"Reed's  Rules  of  Order."

Entrojlmient  of  Bills  :  When  a  bill  has  ipasseid  both  Hi)us'eis 
it  shall  be  duly  enrolled  by  the  Enrolling  Clerk  of  'the  House  in  which 
it  originated,  and  the  fact  of  its  origin  shall  be  certified  by  the  en- 
dorsement of  the  clerk  thereof. 

No.  12.  Signing  of  Enrolled  Bills  by  Presiding  Officers:  Each  en- 
rolled bidl  shall  be  signed  first  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  House  in 
which  it  originated,  and  then  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  other 
branch  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  in  the  presence  of  tlheir  respective 
Houses  while  in  session. 

No.  13.  Notices  of  Signing  Bills  to  Be  Griven  by  Presiding  Officers: 
Upon  the  presentation  of  an  enrolled  bill  by  the  Enrolling  Comimit- 
tee  of  either  House  to  the  presiding  officer  for  his  signature  thereto^, 
he  shall  arise  in  his  place  and  give  notice  that  he  is  aboiit  tO'  sign 
the  siame,  giving  the  title  thereof,  whereupon,  if  any  meimber  shall 
signify  his  desire  so  to  do,  he  shall  be  permitted  to  examine  the  siame,

Dear  Sir:  In  answer  to  your  verbal  request  for  an  opinion  touch- 
ing the  necessity  of  the  enrollment  of  Legislative  Bills  at  length  by 
hand,  you  are  advised  as  follows: 

That  section  11,  Article  V,  of  the  Constitution,  provides,  that  the 
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Legislative  Assembly  shall  make  such  rules  for  the  transaction  of  its 
business  as  the  separate  Houses  shall  see  fit.  Heretofore  the  LegiUi- 
tive  Assemblies  have  provided  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee, 
known  as  the  Enrollment  Committee,  under  the  direction  of  which 
Ooimmittee,  bills  in  their  final  form  have  been  enrolled  and  there  is  no 
constitutional  or  statutory  provision  making  the  enrollment  necessary. 
I  do  not  see  any  objection  to  having  the  enrolled  bills  printed  or  type- 
written.

That  the  Judge  of  Department  No.  2  of  the  Second 
Judicial  District  of  the  State  of  Montana,  for  his  services  in  acting 
upon  said  commission,  shall  receive  the  sum  of  Twenty-five  ($25.00  > 
per  day  for  the  time  he  shall  act  in  that  capacity,  and  his  necessary 
traveling  expenses  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  of  Beaverhead 
upon  his  verified  claim  presented  to  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners 
of  said  county.

Executive  Office,  Helena,   Montana,  January,  24  1911. 
To  the  President  of  the  Senate, 

Senate  Chamoer,  Helena,  Montana: 

I  herewith  return  Senate  Bill  No.  15,  without  my  approval  and 
with  my  objections  thereto. 

The  portion  of  the  bill  creating  the  office  of  Third  Assistant  Boiler 
Inspector  is  in  accord  with  a  recommendation  contained  in  my  mes- 
sage of  January  3,  and  therefore  meets  my  hearty  approval.  The 
duties  required  of  the  Boiler  Inspection  department  render  the  addi- 
tional assistant  an  imperitive  necessity. 

The  salaries  of  the  Assistant  Inspectors  are  increased  from  $1,800.00 
to  $2,100.00  per  annum.  The  Legislature  has  seen  fit  to  make  this  in 
cre'ase,  and  I  do  not  want  to  contravene  its  judgment  in  this  regard. 
It  may  be  remarked,  however,  that  the  number  of  applications  for 
appointment  to  the  position  created  by  the  bill,  made  in  advance 
of  its  enactment,  gives  some  basis  for  the  presumption  that  a  com- 
petent man  can  be  found  for  the  position  at  the  salary  heretofore  paid 
Assistant  Inspectors. 

The  objectionable  feature  which  causes  me  to  return  the  bill  without 
my  approval  is  found  in  that  portion  wherein  the  clerk  of  the  Boiler 
Inspector  is  relieved  of  the  duties  heretofore  performed  by  him  as 
clerk  of  the  Mine  Inspection  and  Coal  Mine  Inspection  departments. 
I  find  no  merit  whatever  in  this  diminution  of  the  duties  of  the  clerk. 
Any  competent  and  energetic  clerk  can  perform  the  clerical  duties  i  f 
the  three  departments.  Under  the  provisions  of  this  bill,  the  Mine 
Inspector  and  the  Coal  Mine  Inspector  would  be  left  without  clerical 
assistance.  It  would,  therefore,  be  necessary  to  provide  a  clerk  for  the 
two  officers  named,  at  a  cost  of  at  least  $1,000.00  per  year.  I  have 
no  sympathy  whatever  with  the  creation  of  offices  or  the  incurring  ol 
any  expenses  that  seem  to  be  unnecessary. 

I  am  confident  that  one  clerk  can  serve  the  three  departments,  and 
suggest  that  you  provide  a  clerk  for  the  departments  named,  such  cle^ii 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor.  This  course  was  followed  some 
years  ago  in  the  case  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  tor  the  Insane, 
the  Board  of  Equalization,  the  Board  of  Pardons,  and  the  Board  f 
Prison  Commissioners,  and  since  that  time  one  person  has  satisfac- 
torily performed  the  duties  of  clerk  of  the  four  boards. 

It  occurs  to  me  that  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  was  not 
called  to  the  feature  of  the  measure  herein  referred  to  as  being  ob- 
jectionable, and  hence  the  bill  is  returned  without  my  approval  and 
in  time  to  permit  your  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

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MESSAGES  FROM  THE  G0VERNO±t. 
^  The  following  messages  from  the  Governor  was  received  and  read: 
Executive   Office,   Helena,   Montana,  January  28,  1911. 
The   President  of   the  Senate, 
Senate  Chamber, 

Helena,  Montana: 
I  return  herewith  Senate  Bill  No.  21,  relating  to  the  salaries  jf 
Judges  of  the  District  Court,  without  my  approval  and  with  my  ob- 
jections  thereto. 

There  are  now  nineteen  District  Judges  in  the  service  of  the 
State,  and  a  raise  of  $1,000.00  per  year  in  their  salaries  would  increase 
the  yearly  expenses  of  the  State  in  the  sum  of  $19,u00.00. 

The  argument  that  larger  salaries  than  those  now  paid  are  neces- 
sary in  order  to  induce  men  of  the  best  talent  and  highest  ability 
to  serve  as  District  Judges  is  not  tenable.  Men  of  the  highest  legal 
ability,  character  and  competency  to  be  found  in  the  respective  dis- 
tricts are  now  serving  upon  the  district  benches,  and  no  salary,  how- 
ever large,  would  procure  jurists  superior  to  those  now  filling  tnose 
omces. 

A  like  argument  was  made  during  the  Ninth  Session,  when  the 
salaries  of  tne  District  Judges  were  increased  from  tp3,500.00  to  $4,000.00 
per  annum,  to  take  effect  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1909.  Of  the 
seventeen  District  Judges  serving  the  State  previous  to  the  year  1909 
at  a  salary  of  $3,500.00  per  year,  fifteen  were  re-elected  at  the  elec- 
tion held  in  November,  i908,  and  the  other  two  did  not  voluntarily 
retire  from  the  bench.  Tnis  fact  demonstrates  thai  the  increase  in 
salary  did  not  obtain  different  or  superior  ability,  and  it  is  regarded 
as  not  unlikely  that  the  Judges  on  the  District  bench  will  be  willing 
to  succeed  themselves,  whether  the  salary  is  increased  or  remain  ?s 
now. 

One  of  the  members  of  your  honorable  body  a  few  days  ago  made 
a  logical  and  unanswerable  argument  to  the  effect  that  no  increase 
in  salary  is  justifiable  where  tne  services  of  a  competent  man  can  be 
obtained   without  such  increase. 

At  this  time,  when  the  State  does  not  own  a  place  where  it  may 
care  for  its  insane  persons;  when  the  capacity  of  the  State  prison 
is  Insufllcient  to  house  the  convicts;  when  the  facilities  for  supporting 
the  orphan  children  are  utterly  inadequate;  when  various  State  ins':i- 
tutions  are  meagerly  maintained,  and  when  the  demands  upon  the 
revenues  of  the  State  are  so  numerous  as  to  severly  tax  the  income 
received,  it  impresses  me  as  an  unwise  policy  to  create  any  office 
or  incur  any  expense  that  is  not  urgently  necessary,  and  I  do  nut 
therefore  feel  justified  in  approving  this  additional  burden  upon  the 
taxpayer. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons  this  bill  is  returned  without  my  approval.

Gentlemen:     For  your  information  respecting  the   rights   of  tho 
Hon.  W.  H.  Dunnigan,  Senator  from  Deer  Lodge  County,  I  submit  here- 
with a  copy  of  an  official  opinion  which  I  have  this  day  directed  to  the 
State  Auditor.

Dear  Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  January  23,  1911,  where- 
in you  ask  my  official  opinion  as  to  your  course  of  action  under  the  foi- 
lowing  statement  of  facts: 

Senator  Patrick  Daly  was  elected  State  Senator  from  Deer  Lodge 
County  at  the  general  election  held  in  November,  1908.  After  the  ex- 
piration of  the  regular  session  of  the  Eleventh  Legislative  Assembly, 
Senator  Daly  died.  At  the  regular  election  held  November  8,  1910, 
Hon.  W.  H.  Dunnigan  was  elected  Senator  from  Deer  Lodge  County. 
The  Legislature,  of  which  Senator  Daly  was  a  member,  increased  the 
per  diem  of  Senators  from  six  dollars  to  ten  dollars  per  day. 

You  now  inquire  as  to  the  per  diem  which  you  should  pay  to  Sena- 
tor Dunnigan. 

I  have  had  occasion  heretofore  to  interpret  Section  31,  Article  V 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana,  and  have  always  held 
that  the  prohibition  therein  contained  against  increasing  or  diminish- 
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ing  the  salary  or  emolument  of  a  public  officer  after  his  election  or  ap- 
pointment was  directed  rather  against  the  term  of  office  than  against 
the  individual  who  might  be  temporarily  holding  the  office. 

On  December  31,  1910,  I  rendered  an  opinion  to  the  County  Attu- 
ney  of  Yellowstone  County,  where  a  similar  condition  has  arisen  in  re- 
gard to  the  office  of  Clerk  of  the  Court,  there  being  a  vacancy  in  sucn 
office  caused  by  failure  to  elect  at  the  general  election  held  in  Novem- 
ber, 1908,  which  vacancy  was  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners,  and  which  appointment,  under  our  rulings,  could 
hold  only  until  the  next  general  election,  which  was  held  in  Novem- 
ber, 1910.  The  present  clerk  of  the  court  was  elected  at  the  last  elec- 
tion, and  under  the  then  classification  of  Yellowstone  County  was  en- 
titled to  receive  an  advance  in  salary  over  the  amount  to  which  the 
clerk  elected  in  that  county  in  1908  would  be  entitled.  Notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  classification  of  the  county  took  effect  prior  to  the 
election  of  the  present  incumbent,  I  was  constrained  to  hold,  in  view 
Oi  all  the  authorities,  that  the  present  incumbent  must  serve  on  tno 
salary  basis  provided  for  a  clerk  elected  at  the  general  election  of  1908. 

This  seems  to  be  the  rule  in  California,  as  laid  down  in  the  case 
of  Larew  v.  Newman,  81  Cal.  588.  The  California  Statute  and  consti- 
tutional provision  are  identical  with  ours,  and  the  case  above  referred 
to  having  been  aecided  prior  to  the  adoption  of  our  constitution  and 
code  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  of  great  weight  with  the  Supreme  Court 
of  this  State. 

However,  in  the  question  under  consideration  at  the  present  time, 
another  element  enters  into  its  decision  in  that  the  courts  of  last  resort 
are  the  final  arbiters  of  the  right  of  claimants  to  hold  office  in  all  cases 
where  the  claimants  seek  a  public  office  other  than  a  seat  in  the  Leg- 
islative Assembly  of  the  State. 

Sec.  9,  of  Art.  V  of  the  Constitution  provides  Inter  Alia, 

"Each  house  shall  choose  its  other  officers  and  shall  judge  of 

the  elections,  returns  and  qualifications  of  its  members." 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  Montana,  in  State  v.  Kenny, 
9  Mont.  332,  interprets  this  section  of  the  Constitution  as  conferring  the 
ultimate  right  of  determination  upon  the  house  where  a  person  claims 
a  seat. 

In  view  of  the  last  mentioned  construction  I  am  unable  to  say  what 
the  action  of  the  Senate  of  the  Thirteenth  Legislative  Assembly  would 
be  in  the  event  that  Senator  Dunnigan  presented  his  credentials  to  that 
body  showing  his  election  thereto  in  November,  1910.  If  that  Senate 
should  determine  that  under  the  credentials  presented  Senator  Dunni- 
gan is  entitled  to  sit  in  the  Thirteenth  Legislative  Assembly,  that  ac- 
tion would  dispose  of  the  question  of  salary,  as  it  would  mean  that  he 
was  elected  for  a  full  term  after  the  passage  and  approval  of  the  law 
increasing  the  compensation  of  members. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  proper  officers  of  the  Senate  have 
certified  to  you  the  per  diem  to  which  Senator  Dunnigan  is  entitled,  and 
in  view  of  the  further  fact  that  it  is  impossible  at  this  time  to  say  wha^" 
the  action  of  the  Senate  would  be  in  the  event  that  Senator  Dunnigan 
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claims  a  seat  under  his  election  at  the  last  general  election,  I  advise 
you,  in  view  of  the  provisions  of  Sect-ion  9,  Article  V  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, that  you  draw  your  warrant  in  favor  of  Senator  Dunnigan  in  the 
amount  certified  to  you  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  Senate,  wJio  are 
the  ultimate  judges  of  his  qualifications,  term,  and,  therefo-e,  com- 
pezisation.

It  has  long  been  recognized  that  some  law  should  be  enacted  to 
prevent  the  multiplicity  of  personal  injury  actions  that  are  litigated 
in  our  courts  and  that  will  insure  some  speedy  and  adequate  recom- 
pense for  injuries  sustained  by  tnose  who  labor  in  hazardous  occupa- 
tions. 

There  is  here  presented  the  conclusion  of  men  who  have  given 
'to  this  question  careful  and  conscientious  consideration  and  their 
recommendations  should  materially  aid  you  in  solving  this  most  vexing 
problem. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  earnest  efforts  of  the 
members  of  the  Commission  to  present  to  the  Assembly  a  comprehen- 
sive basis  for  Legislative  action.  I  especially  appreciate  the  interest 
manifested  by  Judge  Holloway,  who  devoted  much  time  and  labor 
to  the  subject  and  attended  the  meeting  of  Commissioners  from  var- 
ious states,  in  Chicago  in  November  last,  in  order  that  he  might  re- 
ceive the  benefits  of  the  best  thought  of  men  expert  in  this  char- 
acter of  legislation.

SENATE  BILL  NO.  80. 
Introduced  by  Muffly. 
A  Bill  for  an  Act  for  the  submission  to  the  qualified  electors  cf 
the  State  of  Montana  of  an  amendment  to  Section  5  of  Article  XVI  cf 
the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana,  relating  to  Elective  Officers 
of  Counties. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Section  1.  That  Section  5  of  Article  XVI  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  Montana  be  amended,  and  that  the  question  of  such  amend- 
ment be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  of  Montana  ;it 
the  next  general  election. 

Section  2.  That  Section  5  of  Article  XVI  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  Montana  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

"Section  5.  That  there  shall  be  elected  in  each  county  the  follow- 
ing officers:  One  county  clerk,  who  shall  be  clerk  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  and  ex-officio  recorder;  one  sheriff;  one  treasurer, 
who  shall  be  collector  of  taxes;  provided,  however,  that  no  person 
shall  hold  the  office  of  county  treasurer  for  more  than  two  consecutive 
terms;  one  county  superintendent  of  schools;  one  county  surveyor;  one 
assessor;  one  coroner;  one  public  administrator.  Persons  elected  to  the 
different  offices  named  in  this  section  shall  hold  their  respective  of- 
fices for  one  term  of  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified,  except  the  county  clerk  and  assessor,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  term  of  four  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.  Vacancies  in  all  county,  township  and  precinct  offices, 
except  that  of  county  commissioners,  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by 
the  board  of  county  commissioners,  and  the  appointee  shall  hold  his 
office  until  the  next  general  election." 

Section  3.  Separate  oflficial  ballots  shall  be  used  at  the  general 
election  to  be  held  in  November,  1912,  which  shall  have  printed  thereon 
the  words: 

"For  the  amendment  of  the  Constitution  relating  to  Elective  Of- 
ficers of  Counties,"  and: 

"The  elector  shall  designate  his  preference  for  either  of  the  propo- 
sitons  by  marking  an  'X'  before  the  propositon  desired." 

Section  4.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  5.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  from  ani 
after  its  passage  and  approval.

We  feel  that  eastern  growers  are  Jeopardizing  the  interests  of  the 
Northwest  Fruit  Growers  by  constantly  bringing  up  such  obnoxious  bills 
as  the  Lafean  Bill  and  prior  to  that  the  Porter  Bill,  both  of  which 
were  to  create  a  size  of  box  different  from  ours,  the  erfect  of  which 
would  be  to  make  the  fruit  packed  in  our  standard  boxes  sell  on 
the  eastern  market  under  a  handicap. 

I  enclose  herewith  the  copy  of  law  in  the  State  of  Washington 
which  recognizes  our  Northwest  standard  box,  and  we  urge  you  to 
present  this  letter  to  the  chairman  of  your  Horticulture  Committee  i;i 
the  hope  that  a  similar  bill  may  be  enacted  in  your  state  at  the 
present  session  of  the  Legislature.

In  case  of  the  person  or  persons  failing  or  refus- 
ing to  erect  headgates  or  dams  necessary  for  the  lawful  distribution 
of  the  water,  said  commissioner  or  commissioners  are  hereby  given  the 
authority  to  stop  or  prevent  the  water  from  flowing  into  or  through 
the  ditch  or  ditches  of  the  parties  so  neglecting  or  refusing  to  ere:^t 
said  headgates  or  dams  until  such  headgates  or  dams  are  so  erected, 
and  the  expenses  so  incurred  by  the  water  commissioner  in  preventing 
or  stopping  the  water  from  flowing  into  or  through  said  ditch  or 
ditches,  shall  be  assessed  to  the  party  or  parties  so  neglecting  or 
refusing."

"Section  1.  That  Section  8555  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana, 
of  1907,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  8555.  Every  person  who  sells,  furnishes  or  gives  any  spic- 
Ituous  or  malt  liquors,  wine  or  cider,  or  any  beverage  containing  any 
Intoxicating  liquors,  within  five  miles  of  any  railroad  grade,  irrigating 
ditch,  or  canal  under  course  of  oomstruction,  or  any  rauroad  grade  on 
which  track  is  being  laid,  or  within  five  miles  of  any  logging  camp, 
saw  mill,  mine,  stone  quarry,  or  sheep  shearing  camp  in  operation, 
or  any  Chautauqua  or  grounds  or  buildings  reserved,  set  apart  or  used 
■exclusively  by  any  Chautaqua  duly  incorporated  is  punished  by  im- 
prisonment in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  sixty  days,  or  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars,  or  by  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonhient.  A  Chautauqua  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act  is  a  duly 
and  regularly  organized  and  incorporated  society  or  association  founded 
for  the  promoition  of  home  reading  and  study  in  connection  with  a 
summer  school  regularly  supj^orted  and  maintained.  The  provisions  of 
this  'Section  do  not  apply  to  the  selling,  furnishing  or  giving  away 
Intoxicating  liquors,  wine  or  cider,  within  the  limits  of  any  town  or  city, 
provided,  that  the  word  'town'  or  'city'  within  the  meanmg  of  this  Ac^, 
shall  include  all  places  and  only  such  places  as  have  a  bona  fide  perm- 
anent population  of  not  less  than  thirty  persons  over  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  residing  within  the  territory  not  exceeding  one  mile  square, 
and  excluding  from  such  enumeration  all  persons  who  have  not 
resided  at  least  six  months  in  such  place,  and  also  excluding  all  employ- 
ees, owners  or  agents  engaged  in  any  of  the  above  named  businesses 
or  undertakings;  provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not 
apply  to  any  person  previously  engaged  in  selling  intoxicating  liquors 
at  a  fixed  place  of  business,  established  six  months  prior  to  the  begin- 
ning of  work  in  or  upon,  or  the  erection  or  construction,  or  opera- 
tion of  any  of  the  things  enumerated  in  this  Act,  or  to  his  assigns."

MESSAGES  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 
The  following  messages  from  the  Governor  were  received  and  read: 
Executive  Office,  Helena,  Montana,  February  14,  1911. 
The  President  of  the  Senate, 
Senate  Chamber, 

Helena,  Montana. 
Having  in  mind  the  near  appToach  to  the  close  of  the  Session  and 
the  large  amount  of  important  legislation  undisposed  or,  it  seems  ad- 
visable to  at  this  time  refer   to  the  recommendations   m^ade   in  my 
regular  and  special  message?  to  the  Assembly. 

Your  attention  is  again  spp'cifically  called  to  the  following: 
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The  bills  recommended  by  the  Conservation  Commission;  the 
necessity  for  conferring  upon  the  Governor  the  authority  to  enforce 
the  laws;  the  apportionment  of  legislative  representation;  the  general 
demand  for  a  comprehensive  road  law;  an  employer's  liability  and 
workmen's  compensation  act;  a  constitutional  amendment  authorizing 
the  creation  of  a  tax  commission;  a  public  utilities  commission;  the 
examination  of  private  banks;  the  reorganization  of  the  State  Fair;  a 
direct  primary  law,  and  laws  insuring  pure  foods  and  correct  weights 
and  measures. 

There  are  also  other  important  subjects  that  merit  your  careful 
and  prompt  consideration.  There  Is  yet  time  for  the  consideration  of 
all  legislation  of  a  general  nature,  provided  there  is  concerted  action  on 
the  part  of  the  members  and  carefully  planned  co-operation  between 
the  Senate  and  the  House. 

Of  the  forty-five  Bills  and  Resolutions  passed  by  this  Assembly 
and  transmitted  to  the  Executive  Office  up  to  the  present  time,  only  a 
few  can  be  justly  considered  as  of  general  interest  and  public  concern. 
By  far  the  larger  number  of  measures  of  State-wide  importance  are 
now  pending  before  the  Assembly.  It  must  be  remembered  that  special 
activity  on  behalf  of  a  Bill  is  not  always  a  criterion  by  which  one  may 
judge  of  its  importance,  as  advocates  of  legislation  of  a  general  nature 
are  seldom  found  among  those  who  are  designated  as  "the  lobby." 

Permit  me  to  respectfully  urge  that  during  the  remainder  of  the 
session  you  individually  and  collectively  make  every  effort  to  advance 
for  consideration  and  speedy  action  all  legislation  of  general  interest 
to  the  people  of  Montana.  To  that  end  it  seems  proper  to  suggest  that 
your  committees  be. required  to  promptly  report  Bills  referred  to  them. 
Committees,  whether  standing  or  steering,  are  intended'  to  serve  as 
mediums  to  facilitate  legislation  and  not  for  the  purpose  of  delaying 
or  preventing  consideration  of  measures.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  thit 
the  actions  of  your  committees  may  not  be  such  as  to  create  in  the 
public  mind  a  suspicion  that  legislation  is  being  retarded,  or  that  such 
action  is  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  position  of  any  member  or 
members  upon  any  measures  from  becoming  known, 

I  shall  not  here  repeat  the  reasons  heretofore  advanced  in  favor  oL 
the  passage  of  the  bills  herein  referred  to,  but  call  your  attention  "^o 
my  several  messages  hitherto  transmitted  to  you.  I  do,  however,  wish 
to  direct  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  nearly  all  of  these  measures 
were  favored  in  the  last  State  platforms  of  both  the  Democratic  and 
Republican  parties.  In  view  of  these  party  declarations  and  extensive 
public  sentiment  favorable  to  their  enactment,  what  valid  reason  can 
be  urged  for  withholding  consideration  of  these  bills?  It  would  be  un- 
fortunate indeed  if  the  public  should  lose  confidence  in  the  sinceritv 
of  party  declarations  or  in  the  efficiency  of  the  lawmaking  power. 

The  suggestion  is  respectfully  made  that  when  any  action  is  taken 
upon  any  measure  of  public  interest  a  roll  call  be  had  thereon.  Ex- 
perienced legislators  have  often  remarked  that  frequent  roll  calls  insure 
that  members  will  more  thoroughly  familiarize  themselves  with  pend- 
ing legislation  and  result  in  better-considered  action  thereon. 
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My  one  desire  in  this  matter  is  to  leave  no  stone  unturned  to  se- 
cure the  enactment  of  meritorious  measures — laws  that  will  make  for 
the  betterment  of  conditions  in  Montana,  laws  that  are  advocated  by  the 
great  body  of  Montana  citizens,  and  laws  that  will  stand  as  everlasting 
monuments  to  the  Assembly  that  places  them  on  our  statute  books.

A  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  providing  for  the  submission 
to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  an  amendment  to 
Section  26  of  Article  V  of  the  Constitution,  relating  to  prohibitions 
against  the  Legislative  Assembly  passing  local  or  special  laws  in  cer- 
tain enumerated  cases." 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana; 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of 
the  State  of  Montana,  at  the  next  general  election  to  be  held  in  said 
State,  the  following  amendment  to  Section  26  of  Article  V  of  the  Consii- 
tution  relating  to  prohibitions'  against  the  Legislative  Assembly  passing 
local  or  special  laws  in  certain  enumerated  cases. 

That  Section  26  of  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
Montana  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  26.  The  Legislative  Assembly  shall  not  pass  local  or 
special  laws  in  any  of  the  following  enumerated  cases,  that  is  to  say: 
for  granting  divorces,  laying  out,  opening,  altering  or  working  roads  or 
highways;  vacating  roads,  town  plats,  streets,  alleys  or  public  grounds, 
locating  or  changing  county  seats;  regulating  county  or  township  af- 
fairs; regulating  the  practice  in  courts  of  justice;  regulating  the  juris- 
diction of  duties  of  justices  of  the  peace,  police  magistrates  or  con- 
stables; changing  the  rules  of  evidence  in  any  trial  or  inquiry;  pro- 
viding for  change  of  venue  in  civil  or  criminal  cases;  declaring  any 
person  of  age,  for  limitation  of  civil  or  criminal  actions,  or  giving  effect 
to  informal  or  invalid  .deeds;  summoning  or  impaneling  grand  juries  or 
petit  juries;  providing  for  the  management  of  common  schools;  regu- 
lating the  rate  of  interest  oii  money;  the  opening  or  conducting  of  any 
election  or  designating  the  place  of  voting;  the  sale  or  mortgage  of 
real  estate  belonging  to  minors  or  others  under  disability;  chartering 
or  licensing  ferries  or  bridges  or  toll  roads;  chartering  banks,  insur- 
ance companies  and  loan  and  trust  companies;  remitting  fines,  penal- 
ties or  frofeiture;  creating,  increasing  or  decreasing  fees,  per  centages 
or  allowances  of  public  officers;  changing  the  law  of  descent;  granting 
to  any  corporation,  association  or  individual  the  right  to  lay  down 
railroad  tracks,  or  any  special  or  CKclusive  privilege,  immunity  or 
franchise  whatever;  for  the  punishment  of  crime;  changing  the  names 
of  persons  or  places;  for  the  assessment  or  collection  of  taxes;  affect- 
ing estates  of  deceased  persons,  minors  or  others  under  legal  disabili- 
ties; extending  the  time  for  the  collection  of  taxes;  refunSing  money 
paid  into  the  K^tate  Treasury;  relinquishing  or  extinguishing  in  whole 
or  in  part  the  indebtedness,  liability  or  obligaiion  of  any  corporation  ^.'V 
person  to  this  state,  ot  to  any  municipal  corporation  therein;  restoring 
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to  citizenship  persons  convicted  of  infamous  crimes;  authorizing  the 
creation,  extension,  or  impairing  liens;  creating  devices  or  prescribing 
the  povv^ers  or  duties  of  officers  in  counties,  cities,  township  or  school 
districts;  authorizing  the  adoption  or  legitimation  of  children;  exempt- 
ing property  from  taxation,  providea  that  the  property  not  to  exceed 
eight  hundred  dollars  ($800)  in  actual  value  of  any  honorable  dis- 
charged soldier  or  sailor  of  the  United  States  who  served  in  the 
Mexican  or  Civil  wars,  or  any  honorably  discharged  soldier  or  sailor 
of  the  Spanish  war,  who,  by  reason  of  a  disability  incurred  while  in  the 
service,  is  incapable  of  performing  manual  labor  and  dependent  thereon 
for  the  support  of  himself  and  family,  or  such  property  of  the  widow  of 
any  such  soldier  or  sailor,  may  be  exempted  from  taxation.  In  all 
other  cases  where  a  general  law  can  be  made  applicable,  no  special 
law  shall  be  enacted." 

Section  2.  The  vote  upon  this  amendment  shall  be  canvassed  by 
such  officials  and  in  such  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  the  count- 
ing and  canvassing  of  the  votes  lor  Member  of  Congress,  and  if  a  ma- 
jority of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election  for  and  against  said  amend- 
ment shall  be  in  favor  of  the  amendment,  the  Governor  of  the  State 
shall  immediately  so  declare  by  public  proclamation,  and  said  amend- 
ment shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  as  a  part  of  the  Constitution 
from  and  after  the  date  of  said  proclamation. 

Section  3.  The  offiicial  ballots  to  be  used  at  the  general  election 
to  be  held  in  this  State  in  November,  1912,  shall  have  printed  thereon 
the  following  words  in  such  maner  as  to  allow  every  elector  an  op- 
portunity to  indicate  thereon,  by  proper  marks,  his  preference,  to-wit: 
"For  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  relating  to  prohibitions  against 
the  Legislative  Assembly  passing  local  or  special  laws  in  certain 
enumerated  cases,"  and  "Against  the  amendment  to  the  Constitutioi 
relating  to  prohibitions  against  the  Legislative  Assembly  passing  local 
or  special  laws  in  certain  enumerated  cases." 

Section  4.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  approval.

The  following  Resolutions  from  the  Anaconda  City  Council  were 
received  and  read: 

RESOLUTIONS    ADOPTED    BY    THE    ANACONDA    CITY  COUNCIL, 

FEBRUARY  13,  1911. 
"Be  it  resolved  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Anaconda: 

"That  we  heartily  approve  the  passage  of  the  law  proposed  to  be 
introduced  by  Representative  Alley  of  Silver  Bow  County  providing  that 
in  cities  of  the  first,  second  and  third  classes  saloon  licenses  shall  oe 
paid  to  the  city  instead  of  to  the  county.  The  cities  furnish  to  he 
saloons,  police  and  fire  protection,  as  well  as  most  of  their  custom,  and 
should  received  the  benefit  of  the  licenses  collected  trom  them.  Fur- 
thermore, at  least  so  far  as  this  city  and  county  are  concerned,  the 
city  of  Anaconda  is  in  straightened  financial  condition,  which  is  not 
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the  case  with  the  county,  and  the  city  needs  the  revenue  from  saloon 
licenses  much  more  than  does  the  county. 

"Be  it  further  Resolved,  That  in  our  opinion  a  great  saving  could 
be  effected  to  both  the  city  of  Anaconda  and  the  county  of  Deer  Lodge 
by  the  consolidation  of  the  city  and  county  governments;  and  after 
careful  examination  we  endorse  the  bill  now  in  the  hands  of  the  clerk 
of  this  council  for  the  submission  of  an  amendment  to  the  constitution 
permitting  such  consolidation.  We  favor  such  amendment  in  the  form 
proposed  because  it  permits  of  such  consolidation  either  upon  the  prin- 
ciple of  city  commission  government,  or  otherwise,  as*  may  be  deter- 
mined to  be  best  after  the  passage  of  such  amendment. 

"Be  it  further  Resolved,  That  the  representatives  of  Deer  Lodge 
County  in  the  Legislature  be,  and  they  are  hereby  requested  to  use 
every  effort  to  further  the  passage  of  the  above  mentioned  measures; 
and  the  clerk  of  this  council  is  hereby  instructed  to  forward  to  each 
of  such  representatives,  together  with  a  copy  of  these  resolutions,  a 
copy  of  the  bill  providing  for  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  per- 
mitting consolidation  of  city  and  county  governments.  And  the  clerk 
of  this  council  is  further  instructed  to  transmit  to  the  city  council  :>f 
the  City  of  Butte  and  to  the  Busienss  Men's  Association  of  the  City 
of  Butte  copies  of  these  resolutions  and  copies  of  the  proposed  bill  for  a 
constitutional  amendment  permitting  consolidation  of  city  and  county 
governments,  requesting  them  to  further  the  passage  of  such  bill,  and 
also  to  further  the  proposal  to  give  to  the  city  instead  of  to  the  county 
the  license  money  collected  from  city  saloons."

Mr.  President: 

We,  your  Committee  on  Corporations  other  than  Municipal,  to 
whom  was  referred  *to  message  of  his  Excellency,  the  Governor,  dated 
February  1,  1911,  transmitting  to  the  Senate  the  report  of  the  commis- 
sion theretofore  appointed  by  him  to  prepare  employers'  liability  and 
workingmen's  compensation  acts  for  presentation  to  ithe  Legislative  As- 
semibly,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Accompanying  said  message  and  said  report  of  said  commission, 
which  report  of  said  commission  was  not  assented  to  by  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  commission,  but  was  signed  by  a  majority  thereof,  were 
three  proposed  acts: 

1.    A  Bill  for  an  Aot  entitled,  "An  Act  providing  for  the  payment  . 
of  compensation  to  certain  employees  for  accidental  injuries  suffered  in 
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the  course  of  their  employment  and  defining  the  rights,  remedies,  and 
liability  of  certain  employers  and  emi3loyees." 

2.  A  Bill  for  an  Act  to  create  a  commission  to  investigate  and 
report  to  'the  jLegislature  of  this  state  on  the  first  day  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Session  of  1913,  entitled,  "A  Bill  for  an  Act  to  fairly  compensate 
employees  for  injuries  received  in  the  course  of  employment  and  defin- 
ing the  duties  of  said  commission." 

3.  A  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  amend  Section  f086  of 
the  Revised  Codes  of  MoMana,  1907,  relating  to  the  measure  of  dam- 
ages for  wrongs." 

The  first  bill  mentioned  is  very  lengthy,  intricate  and  complicated. 
It  works  a  complete  departure  from  both  common  and  the  statutory 
law  as  it  now  exists  in  regard  to  the  liability  of  employers  of  labor, 
the  resiponsibilities  and  duties  of  employees,  and,  so  far  as  the  em- 
ployer of  labor  is  concerned,  is  a  complete  reversal  of  the  law  in  rela- 
tion to  his  responsibiltty  which  has  been  in  vogue  from  time  im- 
memorial. Youir  Committee  cannot  do  more  than  state  some  of  the 
siaiient  features  of  the  propoised  Act. 

First,  in  certain  enumerated  employments,  which  it  may  be  here 
remarked  includes  and  cover  almost  all  employments  in  which  labor  may 
be  employed,  save  and  except  some  ordinary  farm  work,  some  species 
of  domestic  work,  and  some  other  depantments  of  special  employment, 
which  are  very  limited,  the  employer  is  made  absolutely  liable  to  pay 
to  the  injured  or  killed  employees,  no  matter  how  prudent  and  careful 
the  employer  may  have  been,  certain  fixed  and  s'tipulated  amounts. 

(a)  In  case  of  death  where  the  deceased  employee  has  p(  v---- 
toitally  dependent  upon  him,  the  employer  must  pay  forty  times  the 
average  monthly  earnings  at  the  time  of  his  injury  with  a  maximum 
payment  of  $6,000'  and  a  minimum  payment  of  $1,500. 

(b)  In  case  of  permanent  total  disability  the  employer  must  pay 
to  the  employees  an  amount  equal  to  sixty  per  cent  of  his  average 
earnings  for  sixty-six  months  with  a  maximum  payment  of  six  thou- 
sand dollars  and  a  minimum  of  not  less  than  thirty-five  dollars  per 
month. 

(c)  Proportionate  payments  are  provided  in  the  case  of  permanen't 
partial  disability  and  in  case  of  temporary  disability  the  exact  amount 
of  which  can  be  determined  by  an  investigation  of  the  bill. 

While  it  is  compulsory  upon  the  employer  to  make  these  payments 
if  the  employee  or  his  dependents  desire  it,  it  is  altogether  optional 
with  the  employee  whether  he  accept  these  amounts  wihich  in  each  in- 
stance your  committee  believes  to  be  exceedingly  exorbitant,  or  wheth- 
er he  shall  refuse  to  accept  the  same  and  bring  a  suit  in  court  for  dam- 
ages. The  employee  has  ten  days  in  which  to  determine  whether  he 
will  doi  the  one  or  the  other.  If  he  elects  to  bring  a  suit  in  court  then 
this  bill  in  Section  20  thereof  eliminates  and  destroys  for  all  practical 
purposes  every  known  defense  which  has  hertofore  existed  and  which 
might  be  available  by  the  employer  as  against  the  suit  of  the  employee. 

Section  20  provides  as  follows: 

"Hereafter  in  any  action  for  damages  for  death  or  injury  in  an 
employment  covered  by  this  act,  it  shall  not  be  a  defense  that  such 
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injury  or  deaitti.  as  tlie  case  may  be,  was  occasioned  or  contributed  to 
by  the  act  or  omission  of  a  fellow  servant  or  by  the  act  or  omission  of 
the  injured  or  killed  employee,  except  as  herein  mentioned  in  Section 
2,  of  Article  1,  or  that  the  risk  from  which  the  injury  or  death  re- 
sulted in  one  which  the  employee  assum^ed." 

The  exception  noted  in  this  section  is  the  one  mentioned  in  Section 
2  of  Article  1,  and  relates  to  the  wilful  act  of  the  employee  or  intoxica- 
tion, in  other  words,  unleisis  the  employee  were  intoxicated  or  wil- 
fully and  purposely  injured  himself  there  would  be  no  defense  to  his 
action. 

It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  the  doctrine  of  fellow  servant,  the 
dOictrine  of  contributory  negligence,  and  the  doctrine  of  assumed  risk, 
which  is  the  whole  sulbstance  of  every  known  defense  of  the  employer 
aigainst  the  suit  of  the  employee  is  abrogated  and  after  these  doctrines 
are  so  abrogated  the  employee  is  left  full  liberty  to  either  bring  a  suit 
for  damages  against  the  employer  or,  although  the  employer  may  have 
been  absolutely  free  from  any  negligence  whatever,  the  employee  may 
come  in  under  this  proposed  act  and  compel  the  employer  to  pay  the 
amounts  hereinbetore  mentioned  whic'h  it  is  provided  the  employer 
must  pay  in  any  and  every  instance. 

As  heretofore  stated  the  industries  to  which  this  bill  is  made  ap- 
plicable covers  almoist  every  known  employment,  such  as  railways, 
private  as  well  as  public,  and  inci^irting  even  logging  roads,  factories, 
including  any  premises  whereon  any  mechanical  power  whatever  is 
used  for  maiking,  oranmentiug  or  in  changing  any  articles  for  the  pur- 
poises  of  trade  or  gain,  and  laundries,  foundries,  machine  shops,  mills, 
or  reducing  works,  all  kinds  of  furnaces,  gas  plants,  elevators,  and 
any  place  or  building  where  any  dangerous  explosive  or  gasolene  or 
inliamalble  material  Is  used;  all  mines,  both  coal,  placer  and  quartz,  and 
every  place  in  connection  with  the  development  of  such  mines  or  the 
use  thereof;  all  quarries  of  every  kind,  every  kind  of  electrical  wnrl^ . 
all  building  work  of  any  kind  or  character,  even  the  painting  of  houses 
or  paper  ihanging  or  the  tearing  down  of  any  building  or  removal  of 
same;  every  kind  of  engineering  work,  grading  work,  tunnel  work, 
excavating  work,  digging  wells,  irrigating  ditches  where  dredging  is 
necessary  or  blasting  powder  is  used,  etc.,  etc. 

Careful  inspection  of  the  'bill  will  show  that  it  extends  to  many  of 
the  employmemts  in  which  farmers  necessarily  engage,  such  as  build- 
ing irrigation  canals,  ditches,  digging  wells,  tearing  down  and  removing 
buildings,  running  igasolene  engines,  for  the  purpose  of  power,  traction 
engines,  steam  plows,  and  elevators. 

It  is  further  provided  in  the  bill  that  if  the  employer  lets  out 
any  of  his  work  of  this  kind  or  character,  such,  for  instance,  as'  the 
building  of  a  residence  or  the  construction  of  any  kind  of  work  to  an 
independent  contractor  and  some  of  the  men  working  for  the  indepen- 
dant  contractor  are  injured  or  killed  that  the  employer  must  pay  the 
amount  stipulated  in  this  bill,  but  it  is  further  provided  that  the  em- 
ployer may  compel  the  independent  contractor  to  indemnify  him  for 
this  loss  and  these  payments.  Of  course,  the  amount  of  this  indemnity 
could  be  simply  such  as  the  employer  might  demand  as  the  amount  oi'

the  employers  liability  could  not  be  deitermined  until  after  such  acci- 
dent had  happened  and  the  work  was  entirely  completed. 

It  has  occuirred  to  your  committee  that  under  such  circumstances 
as  this  it  would  be  impossible  for  ordinary  contractors,  builders,  or 
graders,  with  only  limited  means  to  engage  at  all  in  the  contracting 
business  and  that  it  would  tihrow  all  the  contracting  business  of  the 
State  of  Montana  into  the  hands  of  large  corporations  whose  financial 
backing  wais  such  that  they  could  give  any  demanded  indemnity  and 
security  to  the  employer. 

It  is  further  provided  in  the  bill  that  all  liability  arising  under  this 
act  shall  be  a  preferred  claim  on  everything  except  labor  claims,  and 
since  every  man  wiho  engaged  in  the  contracting  business  would  be 
subject  to  pay  for  these  accidents  in  unknown  amounts,  it  has  further 
occurred  to  your  committee  that  it  would  absolutely  destroy  the  credit 
of  all  except  very  wealthy  contractors  as  no  financial  institution  could 
extend  credit  when  they  could  not  tell  or  detennine  at  what  minute  an 
unavoidable  accident  would  consume,  as  a  preferred  claim,  all  the 
proiperty  of  such  contractor  and  probably  more.  The  last  suggestion 
which  your  committee  has  made  does  not  only  apply  'to  contractors 
but  it  applies  to  all  and  every  class  of  individuals,  corporations,  and 
co-partnerships  who  may  upon  their  own  account  with  hired  labor  en- 
gage in  any  of  the  enterprises  enumerated  in  the  bill  and  men  with, 
small  means,  it  occurs  to  your  committee,  would  not  dare  to  engage  in 
such  enterprises  for  the  reason  that  one  or  two  unforeseen  and  un- 
avoidable accidents  would  consume  all  the  capital  and  further  because 
they  would  be  absolutely  prevented  from  obtainnig  the  necessary  credit 
needed  by  enterprising  people  of  small  means  to  successfully  carry  on 
their  business. 

So  far  as  your  committee  is  advised,  none  of  the  other  inter-moun- 
tain states  similarly  situated  and  with  similar  industries  in  the  early 
stages  of  development  as  the  Staite  of  Montana,  have  adopted  any 
such  measures,  and  since  we  are  in  competition  with  such  states,  it  iS 
the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  it  would  cast  a  burden  upon  our 
peoiple  which  would  greatly  retard  our  prosperity  and  development. 

We  are  not  advised  that  any  other  state  in  the  United  States, 
except  one,  has  passed  any  such  law.  The  law  in  that  state  is  much 
more  limited  in  its  operation  than  the  proposed  bill,  has  only  been 
upon  the  statute  books  for  a  few  months  and  is  still  in  an  experimental 
stage.  It  is  an  eastern  state  fully  developed  and  industrial  conditions 
are  entirely  different  than  in  the  State  of  Montana.  How  it  will  work 
out  even  there  is  entirely  problematical. 

The  proposed  bill  Number  Three  which  accompanied  Number  One 
is  simply  limiting  the  recovery  in  case  suit  is  brought  by  the  employee, 
to  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  but  it  will  be  observed  that  this  is 
a  limitation  which  applies  to  minor,  slight,  or  somwhat  serious  injur- 
ies equally  with  injuries  of  serious  kind  or  death.  In  other  words,  the 
man  who  has  only  received  a  broken  arm  or  bruised  part  or  slight 
injuries  may  yet  recover  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  from  his 
employer  if  he  brings  his  employer  into  court.  As  heretofore  stated 
all  the  heretofore  known  defenses  which  have  been  available  to  the 
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employer  are  destroyed  and  taken  away.  Although  the  commission 
which  was  appointed  by  his  Excellency,  the  Governor,  many  months 
ago  to  investigate  this  subject,  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  and 
investigation  to  it,  the  said  report  of  the  commission  was  not  unan- 
imous. Some  members  of  the  commission  refusing  to  join  in  the 
same  and  the  bills  which  are  proposed  by  the  commission  it  clearly 
appears  from  their  report  have  not  been  agreed  to  by  such  commis- 
sion, as  such  bills  as  ought  to  be  enacted  by  this  Legislature.  The 
commission  admits  that  it  is  full  of  imperfections  and  also  further 
admits,  that  they  have  not  given  much  attention  to  the  legal  ques- 
tions which  will  arise  upon  the  enactment  of  a  law  of  this  character. 

His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  has  not  recommended  these  meas- 
ures as  being  suitable  ones  for  the  Legislature  to  enact  into  law,  but 
has  submitted  them  for  the  consideration  of  this  body  without  recom- 
mendation   in    relation  thereto. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons  which  might  be  supplemented  were  it 
necessary,  your  committee  respectfully  recommend  that  the  further 
consideration  of  the  message  together  with  the  proposed  acts  and  the 
report  of  the   commission  be  indefinitely  postponed.

BURLINGAME. 

Senate  Chamber,  Helena,  Montana,  February  20,  1911. 
Mr.  President: 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Joint  Conference  Committee, 
appointed  under  joint  resolution,  submits  the  following  report: 

Believing  that  the  maintenance  of  great  political  parties  is  essential 
to  the  continuation  of  a  republican  form  of  government,  and  not  only 
that  all  persons  holding  public  oflSces,  which  are  public  trusts,  shail 
be  directly  responsible  to  the  whole  people,  but  that  there  shall  al.-^o 
be  a  political  party  answerable  and  responsible  for  their  nomination 
and  election  to  office  and  their  conduct  therein,  thus  giving  to  the  peo- 
ple a  double  method  of  maintaining  purity  and  efficiency  in  the  admin- 
istration of  political  affairs,  I  am  unable  to  concur  with  the  majority 
of  the  Joint  Committee  in  reporting  the  bill  proposed  by  it. 
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It  is  my  judgment  that  whatever  primary  law  shail  be  enacted, 
it  shall  make  the  representative  system  more  nearly  representative, 
enabling  every  citizen,  whether  a  mernber  of  a  political  convention  or 
not,  to  secure  the  benefit  of  participating  in  public  affairs  and  that 
he  be  enabled  to  express  at  the  polls  his  political  convictions  and 
preferences,  and  not  be  required  to  vote  for  persons  only. 

The  bill  proposed  by  a  majority  of  the  Conference  Committee,  as 
well  as  the  bill  proposed  by  the  undersigned,  provides  for  the  nomina- 
tion of  the  candidates  for  the  high  office  of  Senator  of  the  United 
States  by  political  parties  in  convention  assembled,  and  also  provides 
for  nominations  to  said  office  by  petition,  as  nominations  for  other 
political  offiices  may  now  be  made.  Therefore  the  entire  committee 
believes  that  better  and  more  suitable  men  will  be  selected  in  this 
way  as  candidates  for  United  States  Senator  than  by  nominations  made 
purely  by  petition.-  They  feel,  nevertheless,  that  in  the  event  any 
political  party  shall  nominate  candidates  for  this  office  who  should 
be  deemed  unfitted  or  unsuitable  by  any  considerable  portion  of  the 
voters  of  any  party  making  such  nominations,  those  voters  shall  have 
the  right  to  select  their  candidates  on  their  own  initiative.  This  should 
be  a  very  wholesome  check  upon  the  carelessness,  unwisdom  or  cor- 
ruption of  any  political  convention. 

The  essential  difference  between  the  two  proposed  bills,  however, 
is  a  very  vital  one.  It  consists,  in  the  main,  upon  the  contents  of  the 
statement  known  in  each  bill  as  "Statement  No.  1",  to  be  made  by  the 
candidates  for  the  House  of  Representatives  and  for  Senators  in  the 
State  Legislative  Assembly.  In  the  bill  proposed  by  the  majority  of  the 
committee,  the  statement  requires  that  the  candidate,  if  elected,  shall 
vote  in  the  Legislative  Assembly  for  the  candidate  receiving  the 
largest  popular  vote,  regardless  of  the  politics  of  the  legislative  can- 
didate, thus  destroying  all  party  responsibility  for  the  election  of 
United  States  Senator;  it  devises  a  method  of  voting  for  the  indi- 
vidual only  for  such  senatorship.  not  for  political  principle  or  a  gov- 
ernmental policy,  thus  placing  the  individual  above  his  party  and 
governmental  policies. 

I  believe  that  the  people  still  desire  to  conduct  this  government 
upon  policies  and  fixed  business  principles  and  not  upon  individual 
ideas.  These  policies  and  principles  can  only  be  enforced  and  carried 
out  through  the  collected  efforts  of  individuals  composing  political 
parties,  going  before  the  people  and  advocating  those  principles  and 
policies  and  asking  for  their  choice  and  support. 

In  the  bill  which  I  have  proposed,  "Statement  No.  i,"  if  signed  by 
a  candidate  for  the  State  Legislature,  binds  him  to  vote  for  the  can- 
didate of  his  party  persuasion  who  shall  receive  the  highest  number  of 
votes  at  the  election,  thus  maintaining  party  organizations  and  party 
principles,  and  through  those  parties,  carrying  into  effect  governmental 
policies  and  rendering  efficient  the  elector's  choice  for  the  nomina- 
tion for  Senator  and  carrying  into  effect  his  political  principles.  In 
other  words,  the  elector  votes  twice  for  his  principle  and  once  for  the 
individual.    The  oiL  proposed  by  a  majority  of  the  committee,  in  the 
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first  place,  makes  a  joke  of  party  nominations;  makes  such  nominations 
a  vain  and  frivolous  performajice:  And  in  the  second  place,  it  cal- 
culates, whether  so  intended  or  not,  to  deceive  the  electors.  The  bill 
holds  out  to  the  elector  his  apparent  power  to  help  select  a  senator 
by  voting  for  the  man  of  his  party  choice,  but  at  the  same  time,  if  ha 
exercises  his  right  of  franchise  in  selecting  members  of  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly,  he  is  compelled  to  vote  for  candidates  who,  under 
the  proposed  bill,  may  be  compelled  to  destroy,  utterly,  the  choice  of  tho 
electors  voting  for  him  for  the  legislature,  in  his  selection  of  a  United 
States  Senator.  You  will  thus  abridge  and  divide  the  right  of  fran- 
chise by  indirection,  which  was  never  intended  by  our  constitution. 

The  bill  which  I  propose  enables  the  elector  of  each  political  parry 
to  make  the  caucus  nomination  of  their  respective  parties  for  the 
officer  of  Senator.  The  bill  is  essentially  and  purely  a  party  primary 
bill  for  the  nomination  of  persons  before  the  legislature  to  be  voted  on 
by  the  legislature  for  United  States  Senator.  Under  the  provisions 
of  the  United  States  constitution,  as  it  now  stands,  every  intelligent 
person  knows  that  we  cannot  vote  directly  for  a  senator  in  the  United 
States  Congress,  as  his  election  must  be  had  in  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly of  the  state.  In  the  bill  which  I  propose,  the  voter  will  know 
that  in  event  his  party  succeeds  before  the  people  in  carrying  into 
effect  the  principles  of  his  political  persuasion  by  electing  a  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  Joint  Legislative  Assembly,  thai  the  candidate 
for  senator,  maintaining  those  policies  and  receiving  the  largest  nnm- 
ber  of  votes,  whether  nominated  by  his  party  convention,  or  nominated 
by  petition,  will  be  the  caucus  nominee  of  his  party  before  the  Legis- 
lature, and  will  receive  the  vote  of  his  party  in  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly. The  bill  is  open,  frank  and  fair  and  does  not  pretend  to  offer  *^o 
the  elector  one  thing  and  hand  him  another.  Why  not  give  the  elector 
this  untrampled  privilege?  Why  hold  out  to  him  the  one  tmng,  as  pro- 
posed in  the  majority  bill,  and  give  him  another?  Why  pretend  to 
provide  for  a  party  convention  nomination,  and  in  the  same  bill  pro- 
vide for  its  utter  destruction?  Why  juggle  thus  with  the  elective 
franchise?  If  you  do  this,  I  assure  you  that  the  people  of  Montana 
will  fully  appreciate  the  treatment,  but  not  relish  it.

REPORTS   OF   SELECT  COMMITTEES. 
Select  Committees  reported  as  follows: 

Helena,  Montana,  February  18,  1911. 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

Your  Joint  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Carey  Land 
Projects  and  other  State  Lands,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report: 

Your  Commititee  has  held  almost  daily  sessions  since  it  was  ap- 
pointed on  January  9th,  and  has  examined  a  large  number  of  wit- 
nesses from  various  parts  of  the  State.  From  the  evidence  secured, 
we  believe  that  many  of  the  projects  have  been  delayed  by  the  fact 
that  the  parties  with  whom  the  State  ha^s  made  contracts  for  the 
reclamation  of  the  lands,  are  mere  promotors  who  must  secure  capital 
from  other  parties  to  carry  on  the  work,  and  while  this  is  to  a  large 
extent  a  necessary  evil,  we  believe  the  State  should  not  withhold  large 
areas  of  land  from  settlement  at  the  pleasure  of  promoters  who  have 
but  little  prospect  of  ultimate  success,  and  we  believe  the  Carey  Board 
should  at  all  times  insist  upon  substantial  progress  on  the  part  of 
those  with  whom  contracts  for  reclamation  have  been  made,  and 
should  not  allow  work  to  stop  on  any  project  until  just  before  the 
date  set  for  the  completion  of  the  work,  and  then  assist  the  con- 
tractors in  getting  an  extension  of  time  from  the  United  States  Grov- 
ernment. 

Of  the  eleven  projects  in  the  State  only  three  have  been  approved 
by  the  United  States  Government,  the  others  being  held  up,  in  most 
instances,  awaiting  more  complete  data  concerning  the  water  supply. 
It  is  incumbent  on  the  contractors  and  promoters  to  furnish  this 
data  to  the  Government  and  in  many  instances  they  are  doing  little 
or  nothing  to  make  the  necessary  measurements  of  streams  and  drain- 
age areas.  The  Land  Department  at  Washington  is  also  exceedingly 
slow  in  passing  upon  the  various  projects  submitted  to  it,  and  we 
recommend  that  this  feature  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  Montana's 
representatives  in  the  National  Congresis. 

The  present  organization  of  the  Carey  Board  is  not  such  as  to 
secure  the  best  results.  The  State  Examiner  and  the  State  Bhgineer 
are  necessarily  away  from  the  State  Capitol  a  good  portion  of  the  time 
and  it  is  often  difficult  to  secure  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business.  As  Chairman  of  the  Carey  Board,  the  State  Engineer  is 
obliged  to  pass  upon  his  own  reports  and  recommendiations  made  to 
the  Board  after  examinations  in  the  field.  We  therefore  recommend 
the  passage  of  Senate  Bill  No.  8,  which  changes  the  personnel  of  the 
Board  and  makes  the  State  Engineer  secretary  of  the  board  instead 
of  chairman. 

The  total  area  of  lands  segregated  in  all  the  Carey  projects  in 
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the  State,  not  including  those  lands  that  have  been  relinquisibed, 
amounts  to  411,343  acres.  The  total  amount  reclaimed  up  to  this  time 
is  36,846  acres,  and  the  amount  actually  settled  is  30,200  acres.  The 
total  amount  of  money  expended  on  all  the  projects  amounts  to  the 
suim  of  $3,050,000.00  in  round  figures,  but  a  considerable  portion  of 
this  is  chargeable  to  the  reclamation  of  private  lands  that  are  inter- 
mixed with  the   Carey  lands. 

The  projects  heretofore  approved  by  the  Grovernment  contain  172,- 
247  acres,  while  the  projects  awaiting  approval  contain  239,000  acres. 
Until  the  projects  are  approved  by  the  Government,  the  contractors 
cannot  be  required  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  actual  construction  and 
for  this  reason,  we  recomm.end  the  passage  of  Senate  Bill  No.  20, 
which  provides  funds  to  be  used  in  the  measurement  of  streams  in 
the  State.  In  the  Teton  project  we  find  that  an  area  of  135,000  acres 
has  been  segregated  and  now  awaits  approval  by  the  United  States 
Giovernment,  and  a  large  portion  of  this  will  have  to  be  relinquished 
because  it  is  aJbove  the  water  level  or  because  of  insufficiency  of  the 
waiter  supply.  No  surveys  are  now  being  made  to  determine  what 
lands  must  be  j-elinquished,  and  the  contractors  have  until  May  1st, 
1911,  to  complete  this  preliminary  work. 

The  sifcockholders  of  the  corporation  having  this  project  in  hand 
are  in  litigation  between  themselves;  the  minority  holders,  represent- 
ing one-third  of  the  stock,  are  desirous  of  relinquishing  the  Carey 
lands  in  order  to  use  the  water  on  private  lands.  We  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  Carey  Board  should  not  allow  this  litigation  to  delay 
the  work  on  the  project.  About  $200,000.00  lias  been  expended  by  the 
corporation  on  this  project,  most  of  which  expenditure  was  made  be- 
fore the  scheme  was  converted  into  a  Carey  project,  and  the  segTega- 
tion  has  not  yet  been  approved  by  the  United  States  GrOvernment  for 
the  reason  that  the  company  has  not  furnished  the  data  showing 
the  water  supply,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  Carey  Board,  has 
secured  extensions  of  time  in  w^hich  to  furnish  such  data.  This  ap- 
proval will  no  doubt  be  with  held  until  complete  data  concerning  the 
water  supply  is  furnished,  and  until  the  surveys  are  finished,  which 
will  permit  the  elimination  of  the  non-irrigable  lands. 

Your  Committee  believes  the  Carey  Board  should  require  imme- 
diate and  continuous  work  to  determine  what  lands  are  to  be  relin- 
quished, and  that  all  such  lands  shall  be  relinquished  as  soon  as  poissi- 
ble  for  the  benefit  of  homeseekers  and  the  time  fixed  by  the  Board 
in  which  the  contractors  are  required  to  make  the  surveys  and  do 
other  preliminary  work,  should  not  be  extended  by  the  Board. 

On  the  Big  Timber  project  substantial  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  reclamation  of  lands  on  the  north  sisde  of  the  Yellowsttone 
river,  but  on  the  south  side  of  the  river  over  40,000  acres  were  segre- 
gated in  1898,  and  practically  nothing  has  been  done  towards  reclamar 
tion,  except  that  about  $25,000.00  has  been  expended  in  engineering 
work. 

On  October  26th,  1910,  31,188  acres  of  tliis  land  was  relinquished. 
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after  ibaving  withheld  from  settlement  for  more  than  twelve  years. 
There  still  remains  in  the  proiject  11,283  acres,  and  your  Committee 
believes  the  actual  work  of  reclamation  should  start  or  the  land  still 
held  should  be  relinquished  for  (the  benefit  of  settlers. 

In  the  Musiselsbell  project,  containing  20,308  acres,  much  delay 
has  been  occasioned  by  routine  or  red  tape  woi^k  in  the  United  States 
Land  Department.  One  of  the  promoters  of  this  project  became  a 
member  of  the  Carey  Board,  and  was  on  the  Board  when  the  appli- 
cation for  segregation  was  made,  but  claims  to  have  disposed  of  his 
interest  before  acting  on  the  board.  The  promoters  on  this  and  other 
projects  m,uist  secure  outside  capital  for  carrying  on  the  work.  The 
promoters  cannot  be  required  to  begin  actual  construction  work  unitil 
the  project  has  been  approved  by  the  United  States  Governiment,  but 
when  this  approval  is  secured,  we  believe  the  Oarey  Boiard  sihould 
require  the  work  of  construction  to  begin  without  delay,  failing  in 
which  the  land  should  be  relinquished  for  the  benefit  of  settlers.  Two 
members  of  your  Committee,  Larson  and  McQuitty,  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  Carey  Board  shuold  in  all  cases  require  those  who  apply 
for  the  segregation  of  land,  to  fiiirnlsli  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  to 
insure  the  reclamation  of  the  land  segregated,  and  that  Senate  Bill 
No.  184,  which  forbids  any  further  segregations  and  requires  the 
Carey  Board  to  relinquish  85,000  acres  of  the  Teton  project,  all  of  the 
Dearlborn  project,  and  11,000  acres  of  the  Big  Timber  project,  should 
be  passed.  The  other  members  of  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  Carej^  projects,  where  properly  conducted  are  of  great  value 
in  developing  the  State,  and  do  not  believe  that  any  legislation  should 
be  passed  to  hamper  or  impede  the  work. 

In  the  matter  of  State  lands  other  than  Carey  lands,  investigated 
by  your  Committee,  we  find  that  one  H.  R.  Thompson,  an  attorney 
of  Helena,  Montana,  made  application  to  the  State  Board  of  Land 
Commissioners  for  a  lease  of  a  certain  strip  of  shore  land  on  Flathead 
lake,  and  that  later  on  September  9th,  1910,  the  Board  granted  the 
lease  on  the  land  for  five  years,  the  lease  being  executed  in  the  name 
of  Ellen  E>.  Thompson,  wife  of  ithe  original  applicant.  The  land  cov- 
ered by  the  lease  consists  of  a  narrow  strip  of  lake  shore  about  125 
feet  wide,  lying  between  high  and  low  water  mark,  and  extending 
along  the  lake  shore  for  a  distance  of  about  1100  feet,  at  a  point  near 
the  town  of  Poison.  The  land  in  question  embraces  all  of  the  land 
thiait  is  available  for  landing  purposes  at  the  point  named,  and  it 
has  been  used  by  the  public  for  sacb  purpose  ever  since  navigation 
first  started  on  Flathead  lake.  Poison  is  a  city  of  nearly  1,000  people, 
and  all  of  the  docks,  wbarves  and  warehouses  used  by  the  people  of 
that  place  in  connection  with  navigation  on  the  lake,  are  situated  on 
this  strip  of  land.  As  there  is  no  railroad  at  or  near  Poison,  all  of 
the  shipping  of  that  entire  section  is  carried  on  over  the  lake. 

The  townsite  of  Poison  was  platted  by  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernm_ent  before  the  opening  of  the  Flathead  Indian  Reservation,  and 
all  of  the  land  adjoining  the  strip  now  under  lease  was  opened  and 
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•dedicated  by  the  Crovernment  to  the  public,  to  be  used  as  streets. 
None  of  this  land  ever  belonged  to  the  State,  and  the  only  title  now 
claimed  by  the  State  to  the  strip  of  land  under  lease  is  the  sovereign- 
ty which  the  State  exercises  over  the  beds  of  all  navigable  waters 
within  the  Stafte. 

The  land  was  leased  for  the  ostensible  purpose  of  removing  sand 
and  gravel  but  the  real  purpose  of  the  lessee  was  to  secure  control 
of  all  the  land  available  for  docks  and  wharves.  The  rental  paid  to 
the  State  by  the  lessee  is  five  dollars  per  month  for  the  emtrie  tract, 
and  the  rental  asked  of  sub-tenants  by  the  lessee  amounts  to  $600.00 
per  annum  for  50  feet  frontage.  The  only  correct  term  by  which  to 
designate  such   a  transaction,  is  highway  roibbery. 

Before  leasisng  the  land,  the  Board  secured  an  opinion  from  At- 
torney Generar  Galen,  who  is  also  a  member  of  the  Board.  The  opin- 
ion upholds  the  authority  of  the  Board  to  lease  such  land,  but  Sec- 
tion 4529  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  1907  provides  that  the  owner  of 
land  bordering  a  navigaible  lake  or  stream  takes  ito  low  water  mark, 
and  Chapter  38  of  the  Eleventh  Session  Lfaws  gives  the  owner  of  such 
land  the  right  to  ulse  the  bed  of  the  lake  or  stream  adjoining  his  land 
for  docks  and  wharves.  Testifying  before  the  Committee  on  February 
2nd,  1911,  Attorney  General  Galen  staited  that  he  had  not  known  of 
the  iprovisions  of  the  statutes  cited  nbove  until  they  were  called  to 
his  attention  by  the  Committee.  His  official  opinion  upholding  the 
validity  of  the  lease  was  swritten  on  December  28th,  1910.  The  At- 
torney General  submitted  a  long  list  of  court  decisions  to  the  Com- 
mittee to  sustain  his  contention  that  the  State  has  the  right  to  lease 
such  lands  for  private  purposes,  but  the  decisions  hold,  almost  with- 
out exception,  ithat  the  State  has  not  proprietory  interest  in  such 
lands,  and  that  the  State  only  holds  the  lauds  in  trust  for  public  use. 

Inasmuch  as  the  State  law,  giving  title  to  low  water  mark,  was 
enacted  before  the  land  adjoining  this  strip  was  dedicated  by  the  Unit- 
ed States  Government  to  public  use,  such  dedication  extended  to  low 
water  mark,  and  the  State  has  no  right  over  such  land  except  the 
power  of  police  regulation  over  the  bed  of  the  navigable  water. 

In  testifying  before  the  Committee,  the  members  of  the  State 
Land  Board,  including  Governor  Norris  and  Attorney  General  Galen, 
maintained  that  they  have  authority  to  lease  a  strip  of  land  between 
high  and  low  water  mark  around  the  entire  lake,  to  the  exclusison  of 
the  public.  But  on  being  recalled  a  few  days  later,  Mr.  Galen  ad- 
mitted that  this  contention  was  not  correct. 

If  the  lease  given  by  the  State  on  this  strip  of  land  is  valid 
in  law  the  lessee  can  fence  in  the  land  and  thus  exclude  the  people 
of  Poison  from  all  access  to  the  lake. 

Section  64  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  1907  provides  that  faithful 
performance  of  any  land  contract  with  the  State  must  be  secured  by 
a  bond,  which  bond  must  be  approved  by  the  County  Treasurer  of  the 
County  in  which  the  land  is  situated.  In  the  present  case,  the  bond 
given  by  the  lessee  was  approved  by  the  Attorney  General  and  ,ac- 
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ceptecl  by  the  State  Land  Board,  although  not  approved  toy  the  County 
Treasurer  of  Flathead  County,  and  the  lease  is  at  least  voidable  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  State  Land  Board. 

The  people  of  Poison  had  no  knowledge  of  the  lease  until  long 
after  it  was  executed,  and  as  soon  as  they  learned  of  it,  they  made 
vigorous  protest  to  the  State  Land  Board  and  sent  a  comniittee  to 
Helena  to  ask  thait  the  lease  be  revoked,  bat  they  received  no  redress 
at  the  hands  of  the  State  Land  Board. 

In  view  of  all  the  circumistances  in  connection  with  this  matter, 
the  conclusion  is  inevitable  that  the  State  Land  Board  acted  in  total 
disregard  of  the  rigihts  of  the  people  of  Poison  in  granting  a  lease 
which  enatoles  a  specullator  ito  exercise  a  monopoly  over  a  public 
thoroughfare,  which  of  right  belongs  to  the  people  and  over  which  the 
Board  had  no  legal  right  to  grant  a  lease.  Governor  Noirris,  chair- 
man of  'the  State  Land  Board,  and  other  memtoers  of  the  Board,  main- 
tained  upon  the  witnes®  stand  that  the  Thomipson  lease  is  a  lease 
for  public  purposes  because  the  money  received  goes  into  the  public 
treasury  but  this  contention  is  hardly  worthy  of  serious  consideration. 

The  leasing  of  the  shore  lands  or  beds  of  navigable  waters  for 
privaite  purposes  is  something  unprecedented  in  the  'history  of  the 
country,  and  is  repuignant  to  the  spirit  of  American  freedom,  Wihicli 
from  time  immemorial  has  held  such  privileges  to  be  the  common 
heritage  of  the  whole  people,  to  be  enjoyed  by  all  without  interference 
by  the  State,  except  such  police  regulations  as  are  necessary  to  in- 
sure equal  enjoyment  to  all. 

To  prevent  any  such  arbitrary  and  unjust  action  in  the  future,  we 
recommend  the  passage  of  Senate  Bill  No.  178,  which  fortoids  such 
action,  and  we  recommend  the  passage  of  a  resolution  by  the  Legis- 
lature directing  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  to  rescind 
the  lease  giA^en  to  Ellen  E.  Thompson. 

The  evidence  taken  by  your  Committee  has  been  filed  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  the  Clerk  of  the  House.

Gentlemen:  We,  your  Committee  duly  and  regularly  appoimtd  for 
the  purpose  of  investigating  and  reporting  upon  the  sanitary  condi- 
tions, and  the  conditions  of  ventilation  of  the  mines  in  this  slate,  es- 
pecially of  Butte,  respectfully  report  as  follows: 

The  entire  committee  visited  the  city  of  Butte  on  January  5,  1911, 
arriving  there  at  4:55  P.  M,  and  upon  arrival  notified  the  different 
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managers  of  the  mines,  and  also  the  officers  of  the  Butte  Miners' 
Union,  that  our  mission  was  to  investigate  the  sanitary  and  ventilating 
comditions  of  the  mines,  and  informed  them  that  the  committee  would 
proceed  with  the  investigation  the  following  morning. 

On  the  following  m.orning  at  9:o0  A.  M.  accompanied  by  Mr.  John 
Gillie,  General  Superintendent  of  the  Amalgpomated  mines,  B.  H.  Dun- 
shee,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  company;  J.  C.  Adams,  Su- 
perintendent of  the  Boston  &  Montana  Consolidated  Mining  Com- 
pany; Thomas  Mitchell,  Foreman  of  the  Leonard  mine;  D.  D.  Sullivan," 
President  of  the  Butte  Miners'  Union,  and  Joseph  Guelfi,  Vice  Presi- 
dent of  the  Butte  Miners'  Union. 

The  committee  inspected  the  change  room  or  dry  room,  where  they 
found  six  hundred  lockers  for  the  use  of  the  men  employed,  in  which 
to  chanige  their  clothes,  with  cement  floors,  shower  baths  and  wash 
rooms.  The  committee  was  very  favorably  impressed  with  the  fact 
that  the  companies  were  doing  vhat  they  could  to  prevent  the  men 
from  exposure. 

We  were  then  lowered  to  the  twelve  hundred  foot  level  of  the 
Leonard  mine  and  we  were  shown  doors  installed  for  the  purpose  of 
changing  the  course  of  air.  We  were  then  lowered  to  the  fourteen 
hundred  foot  level.  Ac  the  crosscut  No.  1803,  the  temperature  there 
registered  73  degrees,  and  at  breast  82  degrees;  then  we  went  through 
the  eighteen  hundred  foot  level  to  the  West  Calusa  mine,  and  Coman- 
che air  shaft.  We  were  then  taken  to  the  surface  for  lunch.  After 
lunch  the  committee  went  through  several  stopes  and  drifts  of  the 
Mountain  View  and  Pennsylvania  mines.  The  temperature  from  the 
back  of  the  croisscut  No,  1813  of  'the  Pennsylvania  was  76  degrees. 

A;;ter  coming  to  the  surface,  committee  were  taken  to  the  engine 
room  and  shown  the  safety  appliances  on  the  engine  to  prevent  the 
cages  skips  from  going  into  the  sheave  wheels. 

On  January  7th,  the  committee  appointed  by  the  officers  of  the 
Miners'  Union  went  to  the  Original  mine,  and  we  were  lowered  to  the 
two  thousand  foot  level  to  pump  station,  temperature  at  this  point 
was  73  degrees;  through  stope  No.  2101,  temperature  registered  88 
degrees.  Climbed  through  stopes  and  drifts  of  Gagnon  and  Original 
mines  to  twenty-four  hundred  foot  level  of  the  Original  mine,  where 
the  temperature  in  the  west  drift  was  78  degrees.  Went  up  surface 
to  lunch.  After  lunch  the  committee  went  to-  the  plant  of  the  Great 
Falls  Power  Company,  near  the  High  Ore  mine,  and  to  the  compressor 
room  of  the  Diamond  mine,  and  then  to  the  Speculator  mine  of  the 
North  Butte  Mining  Company,  where  they  were  lowered  to  the  six- 
teen hundred  foot  level,  accompanied  by  John  Pope,  manager,  and 
Mr.  Dan  Courtney,  foreman  and  went  through  stope  No.  1816.  On 
the  twentieth  floor  the  temperature  was  eighty  degrees.  Then  we 
went  .to  No.  1826  raise  where  the  temperature  was  eighty  degrees; 
than  through  Stope  No.  1838,  300  feet  west  of  No.  1816.  where  the 
temperature  was  72  degrees;  then  to  eighteen  hundred  foot  level  and 
climbed  down  raise  No.  2018,  through  the  stope  where  the  temperature 
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was  80  degrees,  and  then  to  the  two  hundred  foot  level  station  where 
the  temperature  was  78  degrees,  and  from  this  point  to  surface,  when 
the  committee,  after  a  consulitation  with  the  officers  of  the  oompanies 
and  the  Miners'  Union,  concluded  that  they  had  heen  shown  throiugh 
the  best  and  worst  places  that  both  parties  had  to  s'how  them,  and 
decided  to  leave  for  Helena  to  continue  the  inveistigation  at  a  later 
date  upon  some  course  that  the  majority  of  the  committee  might 
determine. 

On  January  10th,  the  Committee  met  pursuant  to  call  of  the 
chairman.  Chairman  Leighton  called  the  meeting  to  order,  and  stated 
that  he  had  telephoned  the  president  of  the  Butte  Miners'  Union,  and 
was  informed  that  the  Union  would  meet  that  night.  On  motion, 
duly  seconded,  the  chairman  was  authorized  and  instructed  to  request 
the  Butte  Miners'  Union  to  appoint  one  of  their  members  from  each, 
of  the  following  mines: 

Original,  Stewart,  Gagnon,  Mountain  Con,  Bell  &  Diamond,  East 
Grey  Rock,  Spoculator,  Badger,  Buffalo,  High  Ore,  Never  Sweat,  Ana- 
conda, St.  Lawrence,  Colorado,  Pennsylvania,  Tramway,  Silver  Bow, 
West  Calusa,  Leonard,  Pittsmoulnt,  Blackrock,  Elm  Orlu,  to  appear  be- 
fore this  committee  to  give  such  evidence  as  they  might  wish,  each  of 
said  members  to  be  working  in  the  mine  he  represents  also  to  notify  the 
managements  of  those  properties,  of  the   action  taken. 

The  chairmian  thereupon  notified  the  Butte  Miners'  ITnion  of  the 
action  of  the  committee,  as  above  set  forth;  whereupon  the  Butte 
Miners'  Union  informed  the  chairman  that  they  preferred  sending  a 
committee  of  five  or  six  to  appear  before  this  joint  committee. 

Whereupon,  at  the  request  of  the  Butte  Miners'  Union,  the  com- 
mittee caused  to  ibe  summoned  to  appear  before  them  the  following 
witnesses:  Dan  Holland,  Jacob  Olliver,  J.  C.  Lowney,  Jo^hn  Vickers, 
Dan  D.  Sullivan,  Joseph  Guelti,  John  Driscoll,  James  MoGuire,  John 
Daly,  Patrick  Cloonan,  and  William  Walsih.  Other  witnesses  appear- 
ing before  the  committee  were  Dr.  P.  H.  McCarthy,  John  Gillie,  John 
D.  Pope,  Dr.  W.  F.  Maginn,  Dr.  T.  J.  Murray,  and  W.  B.  Orem. 

Whereupon,  on  January  24th,  the  committee  was  called  to  order  by 
the  chairman,  and  Chairman  Leighton  made  the  following  statement 
as  to'  what  testmony  should  be  adduced  before  the  committee. 

"Gentlemen:  There  is  one  thing  thiat  I  wish  to  state,  and  that 
is  this,  thiait  in  the  testimony  that  will  be  given  by  the  various  v/it- 
nesses  here,  I  wish  that'  it  would  be  contined  absolutely  to  tJiose  two 
conditionsi  that  this  joint  committee  is  called  upon  to  thoroughly 
invesitigate  and  inquire  into,  and  those  are  the  sanitary  conditions  of 
the  mines  of  the  state,  especially  of  Butte,  and  the  conditions  of  ven- 
tilation. In  our  other  meetings  that  we  have  had,  and  those  whom 
we  have  met,  especially  at  the  meeting  in  Butte,  they  seem  to  drift 
off  from  those  two  subjects  and  wandering  into  other  things.  As  we 
are  now  to  begin  taking  testimony  pertaining  to  those  two  subjects, 
we  cannot  allow  extraneous  matter  to  Ibe  brought  in,  but  only  evidence 
pertaining  to  tiiese  two  subjects,  sanitary  conditions  a.nd   the  condi- 
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tions  of  ventilation;  and  we  propose  to  subpoena  and  bring  before  this 
committee  other  miners  from  Butte,  as  many  as  we  see  fi't,  and  also 
the  mine  owners  or  any  man  whom  we  think  can.  bring  us  any  infor- 
mation in  regard  to  this  matter,  for  it  is  the  object  of  the  commit- 
tee and  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Twelfth  Lregislative  Assembly  that  we 
should  get  to  the  bottom  of  this  matter  and  see  if  we  cannot  enact 
some  law,  or  in  some  manner  correct  those  things  that  seem  to  be 
prevailing  over  there  that  are  wrong.  Consequently,  1  ask  those  who 
take  the  witness  stand  to  remember  that  we  cannot  allow  anything 
but  that  pertaining  to  these  two  subjects." 

Whereupon  the  follownig  witnesses  were  called,  duly  sworn,  and 
testified:    P.  J.  Duffy,  Dan  Holland,  Jacob  Oliver,  and  J.  C.  Lowney. 

Whereupon  on  January  30th,  the  committee  was  called  to  order 
by  the  chairman  and  the  following  witnesses  were  called,  duly  sworn 
and  testified:  John  Vickers,  Dan  D.  Sullivan,  Joseph  Guelfi,  John 
Driscoll. 

Whereupon,  January  31st  the  committee  w^as  called  to  order  by 
the  chairman  and  the  following  witnesses  were  called,  duly  sworn, 
and  testifieid:  Dr.  P.  H.  McCarthy,  James  McQuire,  John  Daly,  Pat- 
rick Clooinan,  John  Gillie,  and  John  D.  Pope, 

Whereupon,  February  1st,  the  committee  was  called  to  order  by 
the  chairman,  and  the  following  witnesses  were  called,  duly  sworn,  and 
testified:  James  McQuire,  Dr.  W.  F.  Maginn,  Dr.  T.  J.  Murray,  and 
William  Walsh. 

Wlhereupon,  on  February  Sth  the  Committee  was  called  to  order 
by  the  chairman,  and  Mr.  W.  B.  Orem  was  called,  duly  sworn,  and 
testified. 

After  considering  all  the  testimony  adduced  before  us,  and  after 
due  deliberation,  we  respectfully  submit  our  conclusions,  as  follows: 

We  find  that  the  companies  in  Buitte  are  doing  all  in  their  power 
to  perfect  their  ventilation  and  sanitary  conditions,  and  are  not  spar- 
ing expense  in  doing  so.  The  mining  sanitary  cars  are  to  be  in- 
stalled in  all  the  mines  in  Butte,  some  already  being  in  use. . 

The  tesftimony  of  Mr.  Gillie  shows  that  the  following  mines  have 
been  installed  with  fans  in  the  last  year:

From  the  testimony  of  Mr.  John  Gillie,  Mr.  John  Pope,  Mr.  Will- 
iam Walsh,  State  Mine  Inspector,  and  Mr.  W.  B.  Orem,  Deputy  Mine 
Insipector,  it  will  be  seen  that  raises  are  being  puit  in  all  the  mines  to 
prodiUce  better  ventilation.  Mr.  Gillie,  Superintendent  of  the  Amal- 
gamated company,  and  Mr.  Fope,  Superintendent  of  the  North  Butte 
Mining  company,  assurd  the  committee  that  they  were  sparing  no 
expense  to  have  the  mines  proiperly  ventilated  and  the  sianitary  con- 
ditions perfected;  their  testimony  shows  that  it  is  to'  the  interest  of 
the  companies  to  bring  about  good  sanitary  conditions,  and  ventilating 
conditions.  The  preponderance  of  the  testimony  of  the  miners  them- 
selves shows  that  the  operators  in  Butte  are  maMng  a  isystematic  effort 
to  improve  the  sanitary  and  ventilating  conditions   in  that  district. 

The  committee  summoned  to  appear  before  them  three  able  phy- 
sicians of  the  city  of  Butte,  who  have  performed  many  autopsies  on 
these  miners  who  were  'supposed  to  have  died  from  the  so-called 
miners'  consumption.  Their  testimony  definitely  proves  that  the  con- 
ditions of  the  mines  cannot  alone  produce  consuimiption,  but  that  the 
occupation  of  a  miner  is  such,  due  to  absence  of  sunshine  and  natural 
surface  conditions,  that  it  cends  to  so  we£\ken  and  irritate  the  lutaigs 
that  a  miner  is  more  liable  to  contract  the  disease  called  comsump- 
tion,  and  for  this  reason  tuberculosis  is  more  prevalent  in  a  mining 
community   than  elsewhere. 

The  testimony  taken  upon  the  several  hearings  held  by  your  com- 
mittee has  been  transcribed  and  is  herewith  submitted  and  made  a  part 
of  this  report. 

Your  committee  also  sujbanits  and  presents  herewith  a  suitable 
bill  for  an  Act  which  your  committee  believes  might  tend  to  correct 
any  troubles  complained  of,  and  recommend  it  to  the  consideration  of 
the  legislature.

Bill  No.  51:    "An  Act  providing  for  the  location,  establishment,  man- 
agement and  conduct  of  the  Montana  State  Fair,  and  repealing  Chapter 
8  of  Part  III,  Title  V  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  1907."

Herewith  is  returned  Senate  Bill  No.  106,  "An  Act  to  pay  the  in- 
crease of  salary  of  the  Second  Assistant  State  Examiner  as  provided 
for  by  appropriation,"  without  my  approval  and  with  my  objections 
thereto. 

It  is  provided  in  Section  214  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of 
1907  that  the  Second  Assistant  State  Examiner  snail  receive  a  salary 
of  $1,500.00  a  year.  The  Eleventh  Legislative  Assembly  attempted  to 
raise  the  salary  of  this  officer  by  appropriating  the  sum  of  $1,800.00 
a  year  for  his  payment,  but  did  not  at  the  same  time  amend  the  la\V 
to  which  reference  has  just  been  made. 
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Section  29  of  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana provides  that 

"No  bill  shall  be  passed  giving  any  extra  compensation  to  any 
public  officer,  servant  or  employee,  agent  or  contractor,  after  service 
shall  have  been  rendered  or  contract  made  *  *  *  except  as  may 
he  otherwise  provided  herein." 

Inasmuch  as  Senate  Bill  No.  106  proposes  to  give  extra  compensa- 
tion to  a  public  officer  for  services  rendered  during  the  past  two  years, 
it  is  clearly  in  contravention  of  the  provision  of  the  Constitution,  and 
I  am  compelled  therefore  to  withhold  my  approval.  Should  such  a 
measure  be  permitted  to  become  a  law  there  would  be  established  a. 
precedent  that  would  prove  dangerous  and  might  work  harm  in  the 
future.  The  principle,  carried  to  its  logical  conclusion,  would  permit 
the  Assmebly  to  vote  extra  compensation  to  any  officer  who  might  be 
able  to  convince  it  that  the  services  he  had  already  performed  for  the 
State  were  worth  much  more  than  the  sum  fixed  by  law.  It  was  un- 
doubtedly the  purpose  of  the  framers  of  the  Constitution  to  avoid  this 
particular  possibility  when  Section  29  of  Article  V  was  incorporated 
into  that  document. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  withhold  my  approval  of  the  present  bill. 
There  can  be  no  denial  of  the  assertion  that  the  Second  Assistant 
State  Examiner  has  performed  very  valuable  services  to  the  State,  se^*- 
vices  that  should  command  at  least  $1,800.00  a  year.  The  office  is  a 
Tery  important  one,  and  the  person  possessing  the  qualifications  neces- 
sary should  receive  compensation  commensurate  with  the  arduous 
duties.  But  the  situation  cannot  be  met  hy  voting  that  officer  extra 
compensation,  when  such  course  is  clearly  inhibted  by  the  Constitutin-n 

To  meet  the  situation  I  earnestly  recommend  that  the  Assembly 
so  amend  the  existing  section  as  to  fix  the  salary  of  the  Second  As- 
sistant State  Examiner  at  $1,800.00  a  year. 

In  my  conclusion  that  Senate  Bill  No.  106  is  unconstitutional,  I 
am  further  confirmed  by  an  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General,  under 
date  of  February  23,  1911,  a  copy  of  which  is  transmitted  herewith.

Dear  Sir:     I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  February  22,  1911, 
wherein  you  ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether  Senate  Bill  No.  106,  being 
a  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  pay  the  increase  of  salary  of  the 
Second  Assistant  State  Examiner  as   provided  for  by  appropriation" 
is  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
of  Montana. 

You  are  advised  that  in  my  opinion  Senate  Bill  No.  106  is  un- 
constitutional, in  that  it  conflicts  with  the  provisions  of  Section  29, 
Article  V,  of  the  Constitution,  which  provides: 
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"No  bill  shall  be  passed  giving  any  extra  compensation  to  any  pub- 
lic officer,  servant  or  employee,  agent  or  contractor,  after  services  shall 
have  been  rendered  or  contract  made  *  *  *  except  as  may  ne 
otherwise  provided  herein." 

Section  214,  Revised  Codes  of  1907,  provides  that  the  State  Ex- 
aminer may  appoint  a  first  and  second  assistant  and  fixes  the  sala-:y 
of  the  second  assistant  at  $1,500.00  per  annum.  The  salary  being  fixed 
definitely  by  statutory  enactment  cannot  be  changed  except  by  another 
legislative  enactment,  and  the  mere  fact  that  the  Eleventh  Legisla- 
ture of  1909  passed  a  general  appropriation  bill  which  carried  an  item 
of  $1,800.00  per  year,  or  such  much  thereof  as  might  be  necessary  for 
salary  of  the  second  assistant  State  Examiner,  does  not  by  implication 
or  otherwise  repeal  the  special  act  dealing  with  the  appointment  and 
compensation  of  the  second  assistant  State  Examiner,  as  provided  for 
in  Section  214  of  the  Revised  Codes.  The  constitutional  provision 
above  referred  to  is  designated  by  the  Supreme  Court,  in  Lloyd  vs. 
Silver  Bow  County,  11  Montana,  page  412,  as  a  constitutional  restric- 
tion upon  the  powers  of  the  Legislative  Assembly.  Having  been  so 
construed  in  this  case,  I  am  constrained  to  hold  that  the  constitu- 
tional restriction  was  violated  by  the  passage  of  Senate  Bill  No.  106. 

I  am  further  of  the  opinion  that  the  holding  of  the  Supreme  Court 
in  the  case  of  Snyder  vs.  Cunningham,  39  Mont.  166,  does  not  in  any

I  have  this   day  approved   and   deposited  with  the   Secretary  of 
State  Senate  Bill  No.  Ill:    "An  Act  changing  and  defining  the  boun- 
daries of  Sanders  county,  and  changing  the  boundaries  of  Missoula 
County  to  conform  thereto."

The    President   of   the  Senate, 

Senate  Chamber, 

Helena,  Montana: 

Congratulating  the  Assembly  upon  the  passage  of  a  number  of 
measures  of  Statewide  importance  and  public  concern  and  expressing 
the  belief  that  it  wil  not  abate  its  zeal  in  the  public's  service,  I  yet 
wish,  at  the  risk  of  being  considered  unduly  insistent,  to  again  direct 
your  attention  to  and  request  your  earnest  consideration  of  three 
subjects   heretofore   brought  to   your  attention. 

First:  "A  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled,  'An  Act  to  cede  certain  State 
school  lands  to  the  United  States  in  lieu  of  other  lands,  and  providing 
for  the  selection  of  the  lieu  lands.' " 

From  my  message  of  January  17th,  last,  relative  to  this  bill,  I  quote 
the  following  paragraphs  : 

"The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  has  decided  that  sections  16  and  36, 
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situated  in  national  forests,  that  are  unsiirveyed  or  the  survey  jf 
which  had  not  been  approved  previous  to  the  creation  of  Forest  Re- 
serves, do  not  pass  to  the  State  under  the  provisions  of  the  enab- 
ling Act;  and  he  further  holds  that  the  State  must  release  those 
sections  and  select  others  from  the  surveyed  public  domain  in  lieu 
thereof,  or  suffer  a  loss  of  the  land  referred  to.  The  area  of  the  sec- 
tions thus  affected  amounts  to  approximately  one  million  acres. 

"Under  the  laws  now  in  force  these  lieu  selections  must  be  made 
from  public  lands  that  are  surveyed  and  that  are  designated  as  agii- 
cultural  lands. 

"During  the  past  few  months  the  State  Board  of  Land  Com-^ 
missioners  has  been  releasing  unsurveyed  sections  16  and  36,  sit- 
uated in  Forest  Reserves,  and  selecting  in  lieu  thereof  agricultural 
lands  from  the  surveyed  public  domain  whenever  lands  of  value  equj.l 
to  that  of  those  released  could  be  found.  Much  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  obtaining  valuable  lands  for  lieu  selections  on  account 
of  the  rapid  entry  of  public  lands  by  settlers  and  a  shortage  of  sur- 
veyed lands. 

"No  sections  situated  in  western  Montana  and  of  special  value  for 
the  timber  thereon  have  been  released  for  the  reason  that  lieu  lands- 
of  equal  value  could  not  be  obtained.  The  Board  desired  that  auth- 
ority be  given  to  release  to  the  government  these  unsurveyed  and 
timbered  sections  16  and  36  in  the  Forest  Reserves  of  western  Mon- 
tana whenever  the  right  is  conferred  upon  the  St'ate  to  select  govern- 
ment timber  lands  of  equal  value,  in  compact  bodies,  in  forest  re- 
serves. This  right  of  exchange,  conditioned  as  suggested,  must  be 
given  by  acts  of  the  Legislature  and  of  Congress." 

I  suggest,  however,  that  you  amend  Section  1  of  the  Bill  referred 
to  by  adding  after  the  word  "thereon"  the  words  "situated  within 
forest  reserves."  It  is  conservatively  estimated  that  favorable  con- 
sideration of  this  proposed  legislation  by  Congress  and  the  Assembly 
will  add  several  millions  of  dollars  to  the  common  school  fund  of  the' 
State.  It  will  readily  be  seen  that  by  the  decision  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  the  State  of  Montana  stands  to  lose  valuable  timber 
lands,  and  also  that  if  the  State  can  secure  timber  lands  in  exchange, 
greater  values  will  be  obtained  than  would  be  possible  if  agricultural 
lands   must  be  accepted. 

Second:  "A  Bill  for  an  Act  to  amend  Sections  8,  10,  22,  53,  54, 
55,  56,  57  and  61  of  Chapter  147  of  the  Montana  Session  Laws  of 
1909." 

This  Bill  provides  that  certain  duties  heretofore  performed  by 
the  State  Land  Agent  relative  to  forest  lands  shall  hereafter  be  per- 
formed by  the  State  Forester;  that  timber  that  has  been  damage! 
by  forest  fires  may  be  sold  at  such  price  as  can  be  obtained  therefor, 
and  that  dead-and-down  timoer  may  be  removed  from  State  forest 
lands  by  settlers  without  payment  therefor. 

The  time  of  the  State  Land  Agent  is  fully  occupied  in  looking 
after  the  agricultural  and  grazing  lands  of  the  State,  and  under  the 
provisions  of  the  proposed  measure  the  State  Forester  would  be  able- 
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ito  give  better  service  in  the  administration  of  forest  lands. 

Under  the  Act  of  1909  no  sale  of  timber  may  be  made  for  less  than 
$3.00  per  thousand  feet.  A  large  quantity  of  timber  was  damaged 
by  the  forest  fires  of  last  summer  and  attempts  have  been  made 
to  sell  the  same.  These  attempts  have  failed,  however,  because  of  the 
fact  that  the  minumum  price  fixed  by  law  could  not  be  secured.  Sudi 
timher  will  therefore  be  a  dead  loss  to  the  State  unless  speedily  cut. 
It  seems  highly  desirable  to  sell  this  damaged  timber  at  such  price 
as  can  be  obtained,  thereby  saving  to  the  State  many  thousands  of 
dollars.  Dead-and-down  timber  in  forests  creates  fire-traps,  and  every 
encouragement   should  be   offered  for   its  removal. 

Third:  "A  Bill  for  an  Act  providing  for  the  protection  of  forests 
and  other  lands  from  fires,  prescribing  the  duty  of  fire  wardens,  provid- 
ing for  the  expenses  thereof,  and  prescribing  punishment  for  the  vio- 
lation  of   this  Act." 

The  experiences  of  last  summer  demonstrate  the  imperative  neces- 
sity for  a  comprehensive  law  dealing  with  the  subject  of  forest  fires. 
The  bill  alluded  to  provides  for  the  diversion  of  the  forest  areas 
of  the  State  into  fire  districts  and  authorizes  the  appointment  of  dis- 
trict fire  wardens  during  the  season  when  forest  fires  are  likely. 

The  railroad  companies  are  required  to  keep  their  rights  of  way 
clear — to  a  distance  of  fifty  feet  on  either  side  of  the  track — of  combus- 
tible material  during  the  season  from  June  1  to  October  1  of  each  year, 
and  to  use  spark  arresters  upon  engines.  •This  latter  provision  may 
be  too  drastic  and  might,  it  seems,  with  safety  be  eliminated,  pro- 
vided the  rights  of  way  are  kept  free  of  combustible  material.  Log- 
gers are  required  to  maintain  spark  arresters  upon  all  engines  operated 
in  the  forests. 

The  burning  of  slashings  is  prohibited  during  certain  seasons  of 
the  year,  and  is  to  be  permitted  only  under  such  restrictions  as  the 
State  Forester  may  prescribe.  It  has  been  estimated  by  a  government 
authority  that  sixty-five  per  cent,  of  the  forest  fires  originated  from 
sparks  emitted  by  railroad  locomotives,  and  that  the  larger  number  vf 
other  fires  were  occasioned  by  engines  of  loggers,  the  burning  of 
slashings  in  the  forests,  and  by  fires  carelessly  left  by  campers. 

The  timber  lands  are  owned  by  the  general  government,  the 
State,  and  private  individuals.  Last  summer  the  government  and 
the  State  co-operated  in  the  extinguishment  of  all  forest  fires,  regard- 
less of  proprietorship.  The  expense  was  large  and  was  borne  by  the 
Federal  and  State  governments.  Private  timber  holdings  profited  to 
the  same  extent  as  those  of  the  State  and  Nation,  but  did  not  con- 
tribute proportionately  to  the  cost  of  the  protection.  It  does  not  seem 
just — it  is  not  just — that  protection  should  be  given  to  private  holdings 
at  the  expense  of  the  people  of  the  State.  To  express  it  differently, 
it  is  not  just  that  the  money  belonging  to  the  school  children  of  this 
State  should  be  employed  to  protect  the  private  holdings  of  timber 
owners  from  forest  fires. 

The  bill  referred  to  requires  that  these  private  holdings  shall  make 
a  contribution  proportionate  to  the  benefits  derived  for  the  extinguish- 
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iiHMit  or  prevoiilion  of  forest  fires.  Can  there  be  anything  inequitable 
in-  iiiijiisl  in  such  a  provision?  To  me  the  proposition  seems  eminently 
fair  and  unassailable,  and  yet  it  has  become  common  knowledge  that 
r(>|)ios(Mitatives  of  the  large  timber  interests  have  been  active  in  their 
opposition   lo  iliis  feature  of  the  measure. 

Last  sii minor  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners,  when  the 
emergency  arose,  exerted  every  effort  to  extinguish  forest  fires,  wher- 
ovov  (liscovorod,  and  the  services  of  five  companies  of  the  National 
(iiiMid  \vorc>  oallcMl  in  requisition.  These  men  responded  to  the  call  of  the 
ooninia mivM-  in-cliicM"  without  any  question  of  his  authorily  to  require 
their  s(m  \  icos  in  the  extinguishment  of  forest  fires.  It  was  to  their 
crtMlii.  and,  i  believe,  to  the  credit  of  the  Staie  Board  of  Land  Com 
inissioiu>rs  that  no  question  was  at  that  time  raised  as  to  how  or  where 
the  fires  oriuinalod;  the  main  consideral  ion  was  that  property  of  value 
was  boini;  dosiroyed,  and  that  its  loss  should  if  possible  be  prevented. 

Willi  lhal  c>xperience  in  mind,  1  earnestly  insist  that  adequate 
laws  slionld  1).'  framed  to  prevent,  in  so  far  as  may  be  passible,  the 
careU^ss  si.ininu,  of  forest  fires;  and  to  provide  that  private  holdings 
unist  cont  i  ii)nlo  (heir  share  of  tne  expense  of  extingurshing  fires.  It 
wonld  doploi-able  were  this  Assembly  to  adjourn  without  placing 
iipoii  statulo  b;iol<s  sonn'  law  that    will  justlx'  and  (Hinilably  meet 

l]\c  sitnalion.  Last  snnmuM'  ih(M(>  was  no  spcM'ilic  oiiacl  nicMit  to  meet 
the  (M-isis,  nor  was  IIumh^  anllu)i-ii\  lo  eomix^l  the  private  holdings 
of  liniluM-  to  bear  their  share  of  ilu^  hurdeu  of  fighting  forest  con- 
lla,i;ra I  ions.  The  only  fund  from  which  it  was  possible  to  pay  the 
costs  of  the  fire-fighting  campaign  was  thai  which  belongs  to  the  school 
(diildron  and  the  educational  insi  il  ni  ions.  A  s(\ssion  of  theiAssembly 
has  intervcMUMl.  and  I  riM>^';^i  thai  ii  wonld  \)c  (Un^ply  regrettable  if  this 
body  n(\i;liu'led  or  refused  lo  U\L;islale  npon  (he  subject.  It  should  at 
U\isi  ])rt)vided  tliat  the  expense  of  fighting  forest  fires  should  be 
l)oriu>  by  the  general  public:  but  if  this  provision  were  made  it  would 
be  uiauifesily  unjust  lo  compel  the  Statc^  t,i  hc>ar  the  whole  burden 
while  tlu>  private  holdings  went  unasscssed  of  their  proportion  of  the 
cost. 

To  expect  this  exi)tMis(>  lo  !>(>  did'rayed  out  of  the  school  fund  is 
contrary  to  the  spirit  of  ih(>  fhiabling  Act.  What  valid  reason  can  be' 
urged  by  the  private  tinibtu-  owner  in  support  of  his  contention  that 
the  State  of  Montana  slunild  fight  the  forest  fires  which  endanger  his 
property  and  pay  the  i)rice  thereof  while  he  enjoys  the  benefits  with- 
out cost?  The  vulnerability  of  his  jv^sitiou  is  the  more  pointedly 
shown  when  we  contemplate  the  situation  regarding  the  bounties  on 
stock-th^st  roy  in.';  animals.  The  stockuuMi  of  Montana  do  not  ask  the 
taxpayers  ot  ih(>  State  to  reach  into  iheir  pockets  and  pay  for  the 
protection  of  livestock  from  pr(vlat(n->'  wild  beasts.  Instead,  recog- 
nizing that  iheir  need  is  special  proieciion.  they  submit  to  a  speci'J 
levy  for  pi-oieciive  pnrposi^s,  and  pay  their  special  tax  without  a  mur- 
mur. That  this  is  simi)le  justice  to  all  coiuHMauMi  is  recognized  by  this 
Assenibl.w  in  the  levying  of  a  special  tax  with  which  to  raise  the  rev- 
enue necessary  lo  afford  the  i)rotection  desired  by  the  stockmen.  What 
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claim  can  the  private  timber  owner  have  that  places  him  on  a  high- 
er plane  than  that  occupied  by  the  livestock  man  of  the  state? 

All  of  these  bills  refer  to  an  are  designed  to  conserve  property 
that  belongs  to  the  common  schools  and  educational  grants.  In  truth 
they  might  more  appropriately  be  termed  "Bills  for  Acts  to  protect  the 
heritages  which  a  generous  Federal  Government  has  conferred  upon 
the  school  children  and  educational  institutions  of-  the  State." 

I  again  call  your  attention  to  these  important  subjects  and  trust 
that  your  further  deliberations  will  convince  you  of  their  merits.  1 
am  not  willing  that  funds  belonging  to  the  school  children  of  the  State 
shall  be  used  to  protect  privately-owned  forests.  If  by  any  chance  I 
may  be  able  to  so  impress  upon  you  the  gravity  of  the  situation  that 
an  equitable  bill  will  be  the  result,  then  a  great  good  will  have  been 
accomplished  and  you  may  rest  assured  that  you  have  well  performed 
the  duty  imposed  upon  you  as  legislators.  By  not  mentioning  the 
other  subjects  referred  to  in  my  regular  and  special  messages  I  do  not 
wish  to  be  understood  as  having  in  any  wise  changed  my  opinions 
thereon;  but  the  subjects  herein  treated  seem  to  be  so  important  and  so 
fair  and  unobjectionable  that  I  cannot  believe  you  will  upon  reflection 
fail  to  view  them  as  they  appear  to  me.

'The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  Poison  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce: 

Chamber  of  Commerce,  Poison,  Montana,  February  25,  1911. 
To  the  Honorable  Members  of  the  Senate  and  House, 
State  of  Montana. 
Gentlemen:    The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  City  of  Poison  da- 
sires  herewith  to  protest  against  the  passage  of  H.  B.  No.  291,  intro- 
duced by  Gray,  and  dealing  with  the  matter  of  giving  owners  of  prop- 
erty along  the  lake  front  or  the  navigable  waters  of  the  State,  the 
right  to  construct  wharves,  docks,  etc.    Under  this  bill  as  at  presenu 
drawn,   two-thirds  of  the  water  front  of   the   City  of   Poison  would 
alone  be  controlled  by  the  F.  ju.  Gray  Company.    We  submit  that  no 
bills  should  pass  the  Legislature  dealing  with  an  important  matter  of 
this  character,  unless  it  specifically  reserves  to,  and  gives  to  all  towns 
and  cities  of  the  State,  full  right  and  ownership  of  its  water  fronts. 
Full  control  of  public  utilities  of  this  kind,  should  inhere  in  the  peo- 
ple wno  are  most  vitally  effected  thereby. 

Therefore,  we  respectfully  memorialize  your  Honorable  Body  to 
cause  the  non-passage  of  the  bill  in  question.

The  undersigned,  officers  of  the  City  of  Poison,  herewith  respect- 
fully submit  for  your  consideration,  a  resolution  passed  by  the  unan- 
imous vote  of  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Poison: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  By  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Poison,  Staie 
of  Montana,  in  regular  meeting  assembled^  that  a  protest  be  filed  witn 
the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana,  against  the 
enactment  into  law  of  House  Bill  No.  291,  in  its  present  form,  for  the 
reason  that  in  line  6,  section  1,  the  right  is  given  to  a  person  own- 
ing a  lot  on  the  lake  front  in  incorporated  cities,  to  control  the  lands 
immediately  in  front  thereof,  lying  between  high  and  low  water,  even 
though  a  street  intervenes. 

Inasmuch  as  a^^  the  lands  and  lots  in  the  City  of  Poison,  lying 
contiguous  to  Flathead  Lake,  are  privately  owned,  it  would  follow  that 
this  bill  enacted  into  law,  would  give  into  private  hands,  the  entire 
control  of  all  docking  privileges,  which  would  in  our  opinion  be  a 
greater  calamity  than  the  "Thompson  Lease";  in  that  in  the  first  case 
the  control  would  be  perpetual,  in  the  second  for  a  term  only. 

Then,  whether  a  person  owning  a  lot  in  the  town  of  Poison,  facing 
the  lake  with  a  boulevard  intervening,  should  have  any  preferred 
right  to  the  lands  in  front  thereof  and  lying  under  the  waters  of  the 
iake,  is  very  questionable. 

THEREFORE,  We  petition  your  Honorable  Body  to  amend  House 
Bill  No.  291,  by  striking  from  line  6  in  section  1,  the  following  words, 
"any  person  or  persons,  firm  or  corporation,  owning  lands,"  and  other- 
wise amend  said  section  to  read  as  follows:  "Any  incorporated  city  or 
tow;a  bordering  upon  any  of  the  navigable  waters  within  the  State  of 
Montana,  or  lying  contiguous  to  any  highway  or  street  bordering 
upon  any  such  waters,  is  hereby  granted  permission  an  license  to 
build  docks,  wharves  and  warehouses,  over  across  and  upon  lands  under* 
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water  belonging  to  the  State  of  Montana."

We  organized  on  the  19th  of  January  1911,  and  employed  an  at- 
torney and  an  accountant  to  assist  us  in  the  investigation.  Thereafter 
they  were  made  oflBicers  of  the  State  under  the  terms  of  Senate  Bill 
No.  99,  and  have  been  engaged  in  examining  the  details  of  affairs  of 
said  office.  Owing  to  the  very  large  volume  of  work  to  be  performed, 
it  will  require  several  months  to  complete  the  investigation.  We  have 
taken  certain  testimony  and  examined  records,  books  and  other  docu- 
mentary evidence  connected  with  the  office  of  the  State  Board  of  Stock 
Commissioners,  but  deemed  it  not  best  for  the  public  interest  to  disclose 
at  this  time  our  conclusions  therefrom. 

Provisions  have  been  made  by  joint  resolution  for  meetings  of 
the  committee  during  the  next  six  months,  and  a  detailed  report  made 
by  them  to  the  Governor.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Committee  to  see 
that  a  thorough,  full  and  impartial  investigation  of  all  of  the  transac- 
tions of  the  State  Board  of  Stock  Commissioners  is  made  and  the  re- 
sponsibility for  any  irregularities  or  defalcations  that  may  have  oc- 
curred in  said  office  to  be  fixed.  From  the  information  which  they  have 
gathered,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Legislature  was  fully  justified 
in  requiring  a  most  thorough  investigation  of  that  office,  and  such  in- 
vestigation will  be  completed  and  our  report  in  detail  filed  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment.
